Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of Montana, at the hour of 
12:00 noon, the House of Representatives of the Thirty-third Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Montana, was called to order by the Honorable 
Sam W. Mitchell, Secretary of State of the State of Montana, who extended 
greetings to the assembly on behalf of the State of Montana. 


The Secretary of State then appointed E. N. Joffray of Clancy, Mon- 
tana, Temporary Sergeant-at-Arms; Reverend Nels H. Norbeck of Helena, 
Montana, Temporary Chaplain; Lewis R. Knox, of Helena, Montana, Tem- 
porory Chief Clerk. 


Invocation by the Reverend Nels H. Norbeck. 


The Chief Clerk called the roll and the members presented their cer- 
tificates of election with the exception of Dwyer (Silver Bow) who was 
absent at the time of the roll call. 


The Honorable R. V. Bottomly, Associate Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Montana, having been introduced by the Secretary of State, administered 
the following oath: 


“T do solemnly swear that I will support, protect and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the State of Mon- 
tana, and that I will discharge the duties of my office with fidelity; that 
I have not paid or contributed, or promised to pay or contribute, either di-

AFTERNOON SESSION 
House resumed. Mr. Speaker in Chair. 
The following committee was appointed: 


Committee on Entertainment: Smith, Chairman; Gebhardt, Purdy, 
Beck, Dempsey. 


A Committee from the Senate was received which informed the House 
that the Senate was ready to meet in joint session. 


Mr. Wiedman made the motion that the House recess subject to the 
call of the Chair. Seconded and carried. 


The Honorable Senate entered and were escorted to seats prepared 
for them. 


The President of the Senate in the Chair. The joint session was called 
to order. 


The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate. All mem- 
bers present excepting Alley, excused. 


The Chief Clerk called the roll of the House, all members being present 
excepting Reed, excused. 


It was moved by Senator Worden that a committee of five, two mem- 
bers of the Senate and three members of the House, be appointed to 
inform the Governor that the Senate and House of Representatives have 
convened in joint assembly and are ready to hear his message. 


The President of the Senate appointed the following committee to so 
inform the Governor: Senators Worden, James; Representatives Geb- 
hardt, Higgins, and Barrett. 
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His Excellency, Governor J. Hugo Aronson then appeared and was 
escorted to the Chief Clerk’s desk. After having been presented to the 
assembly by the President of the Senate, he delivered the following ad- 
dress: 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker, and Members 
of the Thirty-third Legislative Assembly: 


As shortly you will find out, the people of Montana did not select an 
orator or a politician as their Governor. So, you will have to bear with 
me for the next few minutes. 


We, the hired women and men of all the people of Montana, have a 
job to do. That job requires the best we can contribute. We need and 
must have the unselfish help of everyone. 


Our goal is to do our best for Montana and the nation and to protect 
the heritage of our children. There is no place for partisan politics, 
sectionalism or special privilege. 


WE CAN AND MUST SUBSTITUTE BUSINESS FOR POLITICS. 


Every decision, every vote, every goal, every ambition must be 
weighed with only one thought in mind: 


WHAT IS BEST FOR MONTANA?? 


That thought, and that alone, will be my only guide, just as it will 
be yours. It is not my purpose to spell out what you are expected to 
do. None of us are MIRACLE MEN, but working together we can achieve 
some definite goals which will be beneficial to all the people. 


The opportunity is at hand. WE MUST NOT FAIL. Let us not waste 
our energies in petty bickering. Instead, let us pledge here and now to 
live up to the oath of office which all of us are so proud to have had 
the privilege of taking. 


First, let me say to you that during the next 60 days when you are 
in session. YOUR BUSINESS IS MY BUSINESS. My office’ door will 
be open to you. Perhaps my experience, unique to any previous Montana 
governor, might be helpful from your standpoint, since it has been my 
good fortune to have had the privilege of serving in both the House of 
Representatives and the Senate. 


Perhaps my experience as a working man and a practical business- 
man will be of value also. 


My love for Montana and this adopted country of mine has increased 
down through the years with the realization of the priceless opportunities 
and privileges which we enjoy here. What Montana and the United States 
has to offer its citizens is in sharp contrast to what the countries in 
Europe and the rest of the world can give. This opinion is based on my 
experience and observations as a youth, as a soldier in France in World 
War I, and as a frequent overseas. visitor since then. Truly, we have 
a great heritage to protect. Definitely, you can count on me in the at- 
tempt to solve our mutual problems. 


Likewise, if there is any assistance you might need from any state 
official or employee, they are at your service. There is no reason why 
there should be any friction between any of the branches of govern- 
ment: LEGISLATIVE, JUDICIAL OR EXECUTIVE. All of us are serv- 
ants of the people. | 


In the accomplishments of our task we will have to enlist the aid of 
many citizens from every walk of life. Many groups and individuals have 
information which will be helpful in our deliberations. From them we can 
expect constructive suggestions and counsel. 


STATE OF MONTANA © 


Our job is three fold: 


FIRST, we must make the appropriations and provide the legisla- 
tive machinery to keep the wheels of government in operation for the 
next two years; 


SECOND, we must correct any evils which may exist; and 


THIRD, we must build for the future. 


® 


As we set out to accomplish our objectives we must stamp out any 
spirit of vindictiveness. Our examination of what has happened should 
be with a view of gathering from the experience of yesterday something 
constructive for tomorrow, as well as the months and years ahead. 


Our Montana constitution provides that at the beginning of each ses- 
sion, your governor shall, by message, inform the Legislative Assembly 
of the condition of the state and recommend such measures as he shall 
deem required. In doing so, let us be realistic and face the facts. 


On June 380, 1949, the general fund had a surplus of $14,736,025.14, 
of which more than $6,600,000 was saved during the fiscal year from 
July 1, 1948 to June 30, 1949. Your state controller estimates that the 
general fund surplus on June 380, 1953, will be approximately $2,000,000. 
In other words, in the last four fiscal years we will have spent approxi- 
mately $12,700,000 more than our income. As you well know, a portion 
of this spending of the surplus was for new buildings. 


THE BIG DECISION we have to make right at the start of this 
session is this: 


DO WE MONTANANS INTEND TO LIVE WITHIN OUR INCOME? 


My answer is an emphatic YES. If you agree, then we have a tre- 
mendous job on our hands. It will take the most painstaking analysis of 
every appropriation request. This will require the wholehearted coopera- 
tion of all state officials. We must ask ourselves these questions: 


DO MONTANANS WANT TO PAY MORE TAXES? 
DO MONTANANS WANT TO CONTINUE DEFICIT SPENDING? 


CAN WE CONSCIENTIOUSLY PLEDGE OURSELVES TO SPEND 
A DOLLAR WHEN WE KNOW WE WILL HAVE ONLY 75 CENTS TO 
AY OUT? 


General] fund appropriation requests total $50,748,651. This figure does 
not include legislative expenses. Neither does it include other items likely 
to be proposed. General fund revenue for the next two fiscal years, based 
on estimates of the controller, will approximate $37,188,520. 


The two mill property tax levy for state purposes has not been levied 
for many, many years and it is my earnest hope it will not be necessary 
in the coming biennium. 


The controller, in compliance with legislation approved two years 
ago, has analyzed and reduced the requests. This should be helpful in 
your deliberations. However, in trimming the request to attempt to 
balance them with anticipated revenue, such items as new buildings, major 
repairs, creation of special and non-recurring items, and long-range pro- 
grams, were cut out. Therefore, it is obvious that some of these cuts must 
be considered in your final determination of appropriations. 


The solution to the problem will not be a simple one. The problem is 
cemplex. We must not turn back the pages of progress. Somehow, we 
must see to it that our children are not deprived of educational opportuni- 
ties for which we are responsible. We have a definite responsibility to 
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maintain our custodial institutions, as well as the standards of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare and similar agencies. 


Had time permitted, a request would have been made to all branches of 
government asking for a re-analysis of their appropriation requests prior 
to the start of the legisluative session. That was impossible, so it is my 
hope that between now and the time the sub-committees of your House 
Appropriations and Senate Finance and Claims Committees meet with 
these officials that the latter re-appraise their needs in the light of po- 
tential income. Perhaps some savings can be made during the balance of 
the 1952-53 fiscal year. 


You can count on me to assist in any way possible. It is respectfully 
requested that an early meeting be held with the SENATE FINANCE 
AND CLAIMS and the HOUSE APPROPRIATIONS Committees to review 
the fiscal situation. Let us not delay. 


In the brief period since the people of Montana selected me as their 
governor every efiort has been made to get a real perspective of the prob- 
lems affecting all of the people. Time did not permit a complete study 
of each and every unit of government, not even conferences with the heads 
of all the various institutions or the members of all the various boards 
and commissions. However, generally, there has been a very cooperative 
attitude which has been most helpful. 


My colleagues on the board of examiners have pledged their coopera- 
tion and we contidently look forward to working together for the best 
interests of the state. That same spirit prevails with respect to the other 
elective officers of Montana. 


Needless to say, the legislature will take advantage of the great mass 
of information compiled by your “Little Hoover” Reorganization Commis- 
sion. This group of Senators and Representatives has been working dili- 
gently these past two years. From the Commission’s treasure of research 
will come many, many constructive suggestions as to governmental pro- 


cedure, practices, reorganization and recommendations which are deserv-. 


ing of sincere study and thoughtful consideration. 


The members of the Commission were good enough to meet with me 
on several occasions during the past several weeks and to make available 
considerable information which has been most helpful. Certainly, your body 
should give consideration to continuing the group. In addition to the 
efforts of individual members and the Commission’s secretary, scores of 
experts in various fields of government and private endeavor have made 
invaluable contributions. 


Likewise, there were many other special committees, official and semi- 
official, which have studied various problems for your consideration. The 
people who served on these committees are sincere, conscientious, and are 
deserving of our deepest gratitude. We can best express that by taking 
advantage of the information they have gathered and interpreting it wisely. 


It is respectfully urged that the Senate and House name joint com- 
mittees as soon as possible to analyze the problems at the State Industrial 
School at Miles City and the State Prison at Deer Lodge. Both institu- 
tions will require supplemental apropriations, but there are more than 
fiscal matters to consider. We have a responsibility of great import which 
neglect on our part will not diminish. If there are additional supplemental 
appropriation requests, these likewise should be carefully examined and 
analyzed. 


Bricks and mortar alone, or money, cannot solve our educational or 
custodial institution problems. From the staffs of these institutions, as 
well as the other departments, will come intelligent suggestions for im- 
provements and savings. The great majority of state employees are just 
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as conscious of the absolute necessity for sound, stable fiscal policies as 
are the legislators and the elective officers. Let us not hesitate to enlist 
their help. 


The only institution which was visited by me in the past few weeks 
was the State Industrial School at Miles City. Members of the Board of 
Education and the local Executive Board have given considerable study to 
the school’s problems, the most important of which is the rehabilitation 
of these unfortunate youngsters into normal, law-abiding citizens . 


Certainly, there should be no political interference in such an institu- 
tion, but it does need fiscal and business guidance. It is unfortunate that 
the farm and facilities were permitted to deteriorate over a long period 
of years. Perhaps the aid of other state agencies can be enlisted to assist 
the Miles City and other institutions in the solution of their farm prob- 
lems particularly. 


Considerable time has been devoted to a study of the state’s high- 
way problems. The Highway Commission, members of the Governor’s In- 
terim Committee and Highway Department employees were indeed helpful. 
Roads are vital to the state’s economy. They are needed everywhere. 


As you are aware, four of the five Highway Commissioners indicated 
their willingness to resign at my pleasure. This spirit of cooperation is 
most appreciated. These Commissioners gave me valuable information and 
suggestions. You can depend on it, the new Commission will be given a 
free rein without gubernatorial interference. 


Shortly, they will present a program in an effort to solve the finan- 
cial dilemma and provide the means of matching federal aid. My sugges- 
tions to them will be to tighten their spending, affect savings and instill 
public confidence. If the Highway Department does that, you no doubt 
ean help them in their quest for additional funds. 


For the period ending June 30, 1955, the sum of $20,112,007 in state 
funds is needed to match $31,142 908 in Federal funds for total construc- 
tion of $51,254,915. Our estimated highway income from January 1, 1953, 
to June 30, 1955, is $34,800,000, of which an estimated $21,600 000 will 
be expended for prior obligations, such as debt service, maintenance, 
administration, and other recurrent charges. This leaves but $13,200,000 
to match Federal aid, or $6,912,007 short of the $20,112,007 needed. If 
savings could be made of 5 to 10 percent of the $21,600,000 to be expended 
which is unmatched with Federal aid, perhaps the legislature could work 
out scme satisfactory finance program in order that all Federal aid avail- 
able could be obtained. 


There must not be any political padding in any state department, 
whether it be in the Highway, Liquor, or any other branch of the state 
government. If state employees have time to devote to political activity 
while on duty, people naturally assume they do not have work to do. All 
state employees should give full value on their jobs. If they do not, there 
is no place for them on the payroll. This is a must if we are to substitute 
business for politics in state government. 


My hope is that your deliberations on the legislation which you con- 
sider, perhaps 500 to 600 bills, will be with a view to obtaining quality, 
rather than quantity. 


Let us not waste valuable time and taxpayers’ money on proposed 
legislation which we know has no merit and no chance for final passage. 
From experience, we know how oftentimes we are encouraged to lend our 
names to proposals which are not worthy. As for me, there have been no 
promises to any individual, group or corporation that a bill scheduled for 
consideration has my prior approval. When you finally have acted and 
sent the bill to my desk, then my best judgment will be the determining 
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factor. Never, with God’s help, will any pressure, prejudice, partisanship 
or any other consideration interfere with my sincerest purpose to do 
what’s best for Montana. 


Intensive study should be given to the proposals for revision of the 
Unemployment Compensation benefits and taxes, which should result in 
relief to the unemployed worker as well as the tax of the employer. Cer- 
tainly, consideration should be given to providing increased benefits to 
injured workmen insured under Workmen’s Compensation laws. 


The matter of extending the time for World War II veterans to apply 
for adjusted compensation is worthy of consideration. 


Our death toll on the highways, which has shown a sharp upturn, 
must be halted. An investigation to make certain the highway patrol 
functions properly is in order. 


The inequalities in the present method of taxing small trailers should 
be corrected. 


In dealing with the difficulties which confront us immediately, we 
should not be blinded to the opportunities which loom ahead. Montana 
truly is the Treasure State. Our greatest resource is our children and it 
is up to us to provide the facilities, the livelihood and the encouragement 
for them to remain here to continue to develop for the generations to 
come. 


In the last 30 years Montana’s population has increased but seven 
and seven-tenths percent, while the eight Rocky Mountain states have shown 
a gain of more than fifty-five percent. That is a measure of the job 
ahead of us. 


We have the brains, the resources, the capital, the people—let’s co- 
ordinate them and get on with the business of developing the Treasure 
State. We need new industry, more people. We can and must go for- 
ward. ; 


Our water, our minerals, our timber, our magnetic scenery—these are 
the assets we must conserve wisely and develop soundly. Coupled with their 
development we must ever seek to expand our processing, manufacturing, 
trade and tourist facilities. Nor, should we overlook the vital importance 
of good relations with our neighbors in adjacent Canada and the states. 
We can be thankful that the two great national parks, Glacier and Yellow- 
stone, are of such great benefit to our economy. Every effort should be 
made to expand and advertise our tourist attractions to induce more tour- 
ists to visit Montana and to stay longer. 


Water is our greatest heritage. Through legislation and by decrees 
of courts, water rights, are established and determined by priority of use. 
We must be diligent and protect our rights, so that there is available to 
coming generations, sufficient water for all possible development for irri- 
gation of our lands and for domestic and industrial purposes. We should 
plan wisely and should cooperate with the other states of the Missouri 
and Columbia river basins toward sound programs safeguarding Montana’s 
right to all water that may be required for the future development of 
the state. 


Progress in providing electricity and telephones to all rural residents, 
as well as folks in cities and towns, has been made. But, our goal is to 
aid in REA and other programs so that the job will be completed. That 
task is to make available to every possible farm family electricity, tele- 
phones and other modern facilities. 


In the 18 years since the Water Conservation Board has been in opera- 
tion it has developed 386,214 acres. During the last 50 years since it was 
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created the U. S. Bureau of Reclamation has developed in Montana 360,631 
acres, of which 310,335 acres were developed from 1908 to 1911. Our 
Water Conservation Board program has become the model for other states. 


President-elect Eisenhower, his Secretary of the Interior, Douglas Mc- 
Kay, and leaders in Congress have promised more grass roots participa- 
tion in reclamation and river basin developments. We want nothing of 
plans which would take away our rights and make us tenants of absentee 
landlord bureaucrats in Washington. 


But it is important that Montana take the necessary steps to insure 
the maximum of benefits which Montanans should receive. 


The Legislature is to be congratulated for its wisdom two years ago 
in purchasing one milllion four hundred and fifty thousand dollars in 
water conservation bonds from the RFC. These bonds had been sold by 
the state to finance the construction of seven major irrigation projects. 
By June 30, 1953, more than three hundred and thirty-three thousands 
of dollars will have been returned as a result of this purchase. Certainly, 
this has improved the financial structure of your Water Conservation 
Board. 


Since the discovery of gold in 1862, Montana has always been known 
as a great mineral producer. Through 1951, gold, silver, copper, zinc and 
lead have yielded three and one-half billion dollars in wealth. New min- 
ing processes indicate a particularly bright future in the production of 
low-grade ores. We have vast reservoirs of coal. New minerals are be- 
coming of increasing importance to the state’s economy. 


But, from a small beginning in 1916, the petroleum industry has grown 
‘to a point where it provides a bright star of hope for the future. Geolo- 
gists estimate the Williston Basin will produce two and one-half billion 
barrels of oil, much of it in Montana. Practically every major oil company, 
and many independents, have interests in the Williston Basin, which is 
receiving the biggest “play” of any region in the United States. Ex- 
ploratery activity has brought newcomers to Montana and increased the 
population of eastern Montana. Millions have been and will be expended 
for leases and explorations. Millions more will go for drilling. 


We Montanans have a priceless heritage in school lands, which we 
must administer wisely. Various legislative proposals will be presented 
for your consideration, and my earnest plea is that you give them in- 
tensive study with a view of the long-range benefits to be derived. 


In our deliberations let us not shirk our responsibilities. Let us be 
fair to labor, agriculture, business and to professional men and women. 
Let us not be unfair to our children. Let’s balance our budget. Let’s 
substitute business for politics. Together, let’s work for what’s best for 
Montana. With God’s help we will succeed.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We have the honor to transmit herewith the report of 
the Commission on Reorganization of State Government. The Commission 
was created by Chapter 185, Laws of 1951. 


The report is the result of some 24 meetings of the Commission. Most 
of these meetings were for three days each, although some were held 
over longer periods of time. Task forces of private citizens functioned for 
the commission in certain areas of government, and they also held nu- 
merous meetings. 


State officers and employees cooperated fully in the many calls made 
upon them for information and counsel by commission and task force mem- 
bers. The cooperation and support of Governor John W. Bonner was 
deeply appreciated. 


Section 1 of Chapter 185, Laws of 1951 set out the task of the com- 
mission in the following terms: 


“Section 1. It is the purpose of this act to provide for a thorough, 
complete and constructive study and review of the entire organization and 
structure of state government in Montana and of every department, insti- 
tution, board and other agency of the state government and the functions 
thereof for the purpose of developing and recommending a program of 
improvement and economy which will promote efficiency in the operation 
of state government; to review and analyze the various activities, functions, 
departments and boards of the state government and recommend the 
consolidation, reorganization or abolishment of those not deemed essen- 
tial to the welfare of the people of the state.” 


The commission held closely to the purpose of its parent statute. It 
did not from the start conceive of itself as an investigating committee, 
and the approach to problems of state government has been a non-par- 
tisan one throughout. It is our hope that further considerations of this 
nature will be conducted on the same basis. 


Inevitably certain areas of government have not received the atten- 
tion they deserve, due to limitations of time and staff. 


The Commission wishes to acknowledge its gratitude to those private 
citizens who constituted task forces in certain areas of study. 


Their names will appear in the chapters covering their subject matter. 


The Commission also acknowledges its gratitude to its executive di- 
rector, Mr. Frederick B. Gillette, for his able and faithful services, and 
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to the many citizens of Montana who expressed so much interest and 
support toward the work of the Commission. 


The Commission took advantage of the fine work done in other states 
as such work had application to Montana’s problems, but the report, as 
it must be, is fitted to the particular needs of our own state. 


It is our sincere belief that this work has been worth the effort. We 
believe that recommendations of the Commission will result in better service 
and greater economy in the operations of state government. It has been a 
privilege to participate in work that can be of value to the people of 
Montana, and it is our earnest hope that the recommendations in this 
report will merit your support.

REPORT OF PARDONS AND COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCE

PARDONS 
Governor Bonner 


CHILDERS, ELLIS (Commutation)—Garfield County; burglary; sen- 
tenced October 19, 1950, for term of one (1) year. Childers, on May 10, 
1939, was committed to the Prison on a charge of grand larceny for a term 
of one (1) year. After serving six (6) months, he was paroled. In spite 
of prior conviction, Governor’s investigation disclosed that Childers has 
been a model prisoner and has a wife and two minor children who suffered 
considerable hardship because of Childers’ confinement. Governor recom- 
mended commutation of sentence to six (6) months. Pardon Board sustained 
Governor’s action January, 1951. 


HOVDE, BENNIE (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; robbery; sen- 
tenced to term of eighteen (18) months in State Prison. Review of records 
disclosed Hovde was drinking at time of alleged offense and, at time he 
was commited, was working at Billings Bowling Center, where he made a 
good record as a worker. His employer offered to accept Hovde and im- 
mediately re-employ him upon his release. Governor stated he believed 
Hovde had been amply punished and recommended commutation of his 
sentence from eighteen (18) months to nine (9) months. Pardon Board 
sustained Governor’s action February, 1951. 


NAGEL, DONALD (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; robbery, con- 
victed August 21, 1948, and sentenced to term of 10 years. Nagel is an 
epileptic, requiring frequent medical treatment. His conduct has been 
good and I believe it is necessary, to serve the ends of justice, that Nagel’s 
sentence be commuted to five (5) years. If this recommendation is ap- 
proved by your Board, he will be subject to immediate parole. 


FERKO, JOSEPH D. (Commutation)—Butte, Silver Bow County; first 
degree burglary; sentenced by Silver Bow District Court December 2, 
1949, to term of five (5) years. Judge John McClernan, who originally 
sentenced Ferko, suspended the sentence but, in the Judge’s opinion, Ferko 
voided suspension and Judge sentenced him to the Prison. He is a first 
offender and a trustee outside the walls and has been an exceptionally 
good inmate. He is a 22-year old and it appears that part of his trouble 
has been due to the type of persons he has associated with. I recommend 
that his sentence be commuted to three (8) years, making him eligible for 
parole June 1, 1951. 


BRIDGEFORD, CLARENCE (Commutation)—Cascade County; grand 
larceny; sentenced by District Court of Cascade County December 3, 1949, 
for term of three (3) years. Bridgeford, 37, has previous conviction, but 
since he has been in Penitentiary because of his present conviction, his 
conduct has been exemplary. He is married and has three small children. 
If released, he will go to work on a farm. Believing that this is a proper 
case for commutation of sentence, I hereby recommend that Bridgeford’s 
sentence be commuted to one (1) year and five (5) months, which, if ap- 
proved by the Board, would authorize his immediate discharge. 


STORM, WALLACE (Commutation)—Toole County; grand larceny; 
age 23; sentenced August 31, 1950, for a term of three (3) years. Storm

had no previous convictions and his conduct has been good. He served in 
the Navy, and in Prison had tuberculosis and needed medical attention im- 
mediately. Sentence commuted to one and one-half (1%) years. Approved 
September 28, 1951. ‘ 


MERCER, SAM, Jr. (Commutation)—Ravalli County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced August 4, 1948, for seven (7) years. No previous con- 
viction. Age early thirties. Reports of Ravalli County authorities indicate 
this young man was undoubtedly influenced by older men in the crime 
and had no objections to commutation. Commuted to five (5) years and 
six (6) months. Approved July 20, 1951. 


LYMAN, LEONARD (Commutation)—Ravalli County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced August 8, 1948, for a term of seven (7) years on 
plea of guilty. No prior record. 24 years of age. Veteran; married, with 
two children. Ravalli County authorities say influenced by older man in 
commission of crime. Sentencing Judge and prosecuting attorney recom- 
mended commutation. Commuted to five (5) years and six (6) months. 
Approved July 20, 1951. : 


BARROWS, CHARLES (Commutation)—Phillips County; first degree 
assault; sentenced March 25, 1949, to five (5) years. No prior convictions. 
Married and five minor children. Trouble originated from drink, and situa- 
tion which resulted in his incarceration was a family affair. Family in 
need of help and prior record good. Commuted to four (4) years on pro- 
vision that ne seek work eslewhere than in Phillips County. Approved July 
20, 1951. 


IRISH, NORMAN M. (Commutation)—Valley County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced March 15, 1949, to five (5) years. Served twenty-six 
(26) months and was reported an outstanding prisoner. Family man. Ap- 
pears to have had sincere desire to rehabilitate himself. Commuted to 
four (4) years. Approved July 20, 1951. 


BARTLETT, CHARLES (Commutation)—Cascade County; forgery; 
sentenced November, 1950, to term of eighteen (18) months. No prior con- 
victions. 21 years old; part Indian youth; appeared to have fallen in with 
companions who were drinking. Although not induced to do so, he wrote 
a $50.00 check on the account of a former employer. Was a good prisoner. 
Sentence commuted from eighteen (18) months to one (1) year. Approved 
duly AG 1952. 


LUCERO, JOHN (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; second degree 
assault; sentenced on April 30, 1949, to a term of four (4) years. Appli- 
cant’s mother, Mrs. Sarah Lucero, of Billings, aging and in ill health. Lu- 
cero demonstrated by his good conduct and attitude that he was deserving 
of commutation. Commuted from four (4) years to two (2) years. Ap- 
proved July 19, 1951. 


BELLAMY, EMERSON LEE (Commutation)—Custer County; forgery; 
sentenced September, 1949 to a term of five (5) years. Custer County 
authorities do not object to commutation. The prosecuting attorney com- 
mended Bellamy for his cooperation with authorities. Worked diligently 
as a dental assistant and as a steward at the Prison, to the Prison Phys- 
ician. Commuted from five (5) years to three (8) years on August 29, 
1951. 


HODGSON, FRED W. (Commutation)—Custer County; uttering a fic- 
titious check; sentenced April 30, 1949, to a term of five (5) years. 
Hodgson violated parole and the Court revoked the suspended sentence. 
He began serving the original sentence January 11, 1949. His difficulties 
appear to stem from family difficulties and from drink. Violation of the 
suspended sentence appears to have occurred during a period of heavy 
drinking. Received extensive treatments for alcoholism at the State Hos- 
pital. A model prisoner. Wife passed away since imprisonment and his 
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two minor children are without proper and adequate care, which he is 
capable of providing. Commuted from five (5) years to three (3) years 
on August 29, 1951. 


HUFFMAN, LLOYD (Commutation)—Cascade County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced in September, 1949, to a term of five (5) years. No 
prior convictions. Man appears to have acquired drinking habit in Armed 
Forces. Huffman burglarized his own place of employment where he had 
a steady job and a good salary during a drinking bout. Model prisoner. 
Commuted from five (5) years to three (3) years and nine (9) months on 
August 29, 1951. 


FENNER, DALE (Commutation)—Lewis & Clark County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced October 1949, to a term of five (5) years. This youth- 
ful first-offender, a veteran of Naval service, appears to have become 
associated with companions who exerted a bad influence upon him and 
who induced him to participate in the offense. Model prisoner. Commuted 
from five (5) years to three and one-half (3%) years, August 28, 1951. 


GRANBOIS, ERNEST (Commutation)—Roosevelt County; forgery; 
sentenced to a term of two (2) years. Sentence suspended, later revoked, 
and Granbois was received at the Prison on September 29, 1950. An ex- 
cellent institutional record and county officials interpose no objection to 
clemency. Commuted from two (2) years to eighteen (18) months, on 
August 29, 1951. 


KIMMERLE, PAUL CHRISTOPHER (Commutation)—Teton County; 
forgery; sentenced on August 29, 1950, to a term of two (2) years. Age 
22. No prior felonies. Institutional record very good. County officials in- 
terpose no objections. Commuted from two (2) years to twenty (20) 
months, August 380, 1951. 


BRINER, DILLARD (Commutation)—Cascade County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced January 1951, to a term of two (2) years. No prior 
convictions. Briner appears to be not a criminal but that this misadventure 
was due to his association with and influence of insipid companions. 
Model prisoner. Commuted from two (2) years to one (1) year, Novem- 
ber 17,:1951. 


CHAMPAGNE, CLARENCE (Commutation)—Lewis & Clark County; 
auto theft; sentenced November 5, 1950, to a term of two (2) years. No 
prior convictions. County officials recommend clemency; model prisoner. 
Commuted from two (2) years to fourteen (14) months, August 30, 1951. 


HANSON, GALE (Commutation)—Lewis & Clark County; burglary; 
sentenced September, 1950, to a term of two (2) years. No prior convic- 
tions. County authorities interpose no objections. Model prisoner. Com- 
muted from two (2) years to twenty (20) months, August 29, 1951. 


McERLAIN, EDWARD (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; first de- 
gree burglary; sentenced September 1950, to a term of two (2) years. No 
prior convictions. Good conduct at the Prison indicates that he has earned 
an opportunity to make good. Commuted from two (2) years to’one and 
one-half (1%) years, August 29, 1951. : 


JOHNSON, MILTON (Commutation)—Hill County; robbery; sen- 
tenced May 29, 1950, to a term of three (3) years. No prior convictions. 
Comes from good family and has worked during most of his life on his 
father’s ranch near Flaxvile. Father states that Milton was slow to learn 
but is not mentally deranged. Brother served with heroism and bravery 
in the Armed Forces and Milton tried unsuccessfully to emulate his 
successful brother but was rejected twice for Army service. Drinking and 
inferiority complex caused him to become involved in auto theft. Model 
prisoner. Suffered severe burns in an accident on the Prison farm, which 
burns required his receiving hospital care and medical treatment for ‘several 
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months. Commuted from three (3) years to two (2) years on August 29, 
1951. 


CAWLEY, ROBERT J. (Commutation)—Phillips County; contributing 
to the delinquency of a minor; sentenced May 22, 1951, to a term of nine 
(9) months in the Phillips County jail. It was the belief of the County 
Attorney and the Court that, in view of the physical and mental condition 
of the defendant this veteran should be released from the County Jail so 
that he might be commuted to a veterans’ mental hospital for care and 
treatment. Commutation granted from nine (9) months to four (4) months 
October 18, 1951. 


KEEF, ARCHIE (Commutation)—Powell County; escape; sentenced on 
July 19, 1950, to a term of two (2) years to start on May 14, 1951, upon 
completion of original sentence. Judge who sentenced Keef feels that the 
sentence should be commuted so that Keef may now be discharged at the 
earliest possible moment. Commuted from two (2) years to six (6) months 
on November 28, 1951. 


FRANKLIN, KEATS (Commutation)—Powder River County; forgery; 
sentenced September 3, 1950, to a term of five (5) years. First offense. 
Veteran, having served with honor and distinction in South Pacific. Model 
prisoner. Powder River County officials interpose no objections to clem- 
ency. Commuted from five (5) years to two and one-half (2%) years on 
December 6, 1951. 


RICHARDS, JOHN D. (Commutation)—Silver Bow County; burglary; 
sentenced September 7, 1950, to a term of two (2) years. Disabled vet- 
eran. Became addicted to use of alcohol. A young man of fine family with 
training and education. Difficulties arose directly as a result of his use 
of alcohol. Personally instituted an Alcoholics Anonymous group at the 
Prison and has engendered real interest in it. A model prisoner. Com- 
muted from two (2) years to one and one-half (1%) years on December 
inline es 


STEGALL, RAY (Commutation)—Liberty County; forgery; sentenced 
to three (3) years July 26, 1950. Man had no prior convictions; amount of 
instrument forged was small. Has given promise to make full restitution 
for his wrong and had made every reasonable effort to do so before he 
was sentenced. His institutional record has been good. Commutation 
granted December 27, 1951, from three (3) years to one year and nine 
months (1 yr. 9 mos.) 


PARR, CLIFTON L. (Commutation)—Park County; rape; sentenced 
March 9, 1946, to a term of fifteen (15) years. Is eligible to parole. The 
offense was committed when Parr was young. The girl has since married 
and established a home. Parr’s institutional record has been exceedingly 
good. Parr appears to have a deep and abiding repentance of the offense 
and a sincere desire to make amends. Commutation granted December 
27, 1951, from fifteen (15) to nine (9) years. 


BRUNO, LARRY (Commutation)—Teton County; grand larceny; sen- 
tenced January 11, 1951, to a term of two (2) years. He was under 21 at 
the time the offense was committed and had no prior convictions of a 
felony nature. Appears to have become involved with companions who 
had a bad influence upon him and-upon his actions. His institutional record 
has been excellent and appears to be sincere in desiring to make resti- 
tution for his wrongs. In light of his youth, further confinement might 
deter his rehabilitation. Commuted the sentence of two (2) years to eighteen 
(18) months, December 27, 1951. 


OLSON, MARVIN M. (Commutation)—Beaverhead County; uttering a 
fictitious check; sentenced July 30, 1950, to a term of three (3) years. No 
prior convictions and is, therefore, eligible to parole. His institutional rec- 
ord has been good and the Court interposes no objection to his release. It 
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is believed that this first-offender should be given an opportunity to atone 
for his wrongs and that further confinement would serve no good or use- 
ful purpose. Commuted from three (3) years to two (2) years, December 
26, 1951. 


RIGGS, CARL JOHN (Commutation)—Gallatin County; grand larceny; 
sentenced April 11, 1951, to a term of four (4) years. No prior convic- 
tions. Although not a long-time resident he had established a reputation 
for being a good worker. Fine institutional record and has worked dili- 
gently to learn a vocation at the Prison. It is to be supposed that he did 
not have control of his facilities at the time the offense was committed. 
Commuted from four (4) years to three (3) years, December 26, 1951. 


LEWIS, MONTFORD R. (Commutation)—Valley County; grand lar- 
ceny; commenced serving sentence of two and one-half (2%) years Oc- 
tober 20, 1950. Has maintained very good institutional record and his 
record discloses no prior felony convictions. His wife has not enjoyed good 
health and has been unable to work. She has had to depend upon the state 
and relatives and friends for assistance. Commuted sentence of two and 
one-half (2%) years to one and one-half (14%) years, December 26, 1951. 


DALY, VINCENT, Jr. (Commutation)—Lewis & Clark County; burg- 
lary; started serving sentence, a term of five (5) years, October 31, 1949: 
His Prison conduct very good; a first-offender; and he admits that had 
he exercised better judgment in his associations with proper companions 
the incident might never have occurred. He appears by his conduct and 
his desire to atone for his wrongs to have learned his lesson thoroughly. 
Commuted from five (5) years to three and one-half (8%) years, De- 
cember 28, 1951. 


DUGGER, CLARENCE O. (Commutation)—Silver Bow County; rob- 
bery; sentenced to a term of twelve (12) years on February 17, 1947. His 
record discloses prior convictions, but Warden Boedecker asserts that he 
has made a sincere and conscientious effort to rehabilitate himself. The 
Court and County Aitorney interpose no objection to clemency. He has 
assurance of immediate employment in another state in event of release. 
Sentence commuted from twelve (12) to six (6) years, December 27, 1951. 


BOYLAN, A. E. (Commutation)—Missoula County; grand larceny; sen- 
tenced to a term of three (3) years, which sentence was revoked August 
12, 1950, when he was charged with assault upon his wife and started 
serving sentence that date. Although he appears not to be a fully mature 
person, he does not have a criminal character. His institutional record is 
exceptionally good; he has learned a trade and is assured immediate em- 
ployment as a cheese maker in the event of his release. Commuted from 
three (8) years to two (2) years, December 26, 1951. 


BLAIR, CLAUDE (Commutation)—Hill County; robbery; sentenced 
October, 1945, to a term of fifteen (15) years. His institutional record has 
been very good. Has been under care of the Prison physician at various 
times for a chronic ear infection for which condition a surgical operation 
has been prescribed. Commuted sentence from fifteen (15) to ten (10) 
years, December 26, 1951. 


BOERNER, ALBERT (Commutation)—Cascade County; grand larceny; 
sentenced to a term of two (2) years November 5, 1950, Would be eligible 
for release with good time earned February 28, 1952, His institutional 
record is good, has learned a trade and has a promise of immediate em- 
ployment in event of his release. Sentence commuted from two (2) years 
to one (1) year and six (6) months. 


FISHER, JOSEPH (Commutation)—Cascade County; isuing fictitious 
check; sentenced February 7, 1949, to a term of twenty (20) years. Ap- 
pears to be a person easily misled. Has developed deep religious convictions 
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apparently and volunteered to donate one of his eyes to a girl whose sight 
has been destroyed. Commuted to ten (10) years December 28, 1951. 


STANDISH, DON (Commutation)—Gallatin County; second degree © 
burglary; sentenced March 30, 1950, to a term of four (4) years in the 
State Prison. Has a very good institutional record; the offense was com- 
mitted during a period of heavy drinking and was his first felony con- 
viction. A child was born to his wife shortly after his incarceration and 
they have had a difficult time. He has a Job waiting for him in the State 
of North Dakota when he is released and is sincerely repentant and wants 
to make full restitution. Commuted from four (4) to two (2) hee De- 
cember 28, 1951. 


WILLIAMS, CHARLES R. (Commutation)—Gallatin County; grand 
larceny; sentenced September 6, 1950, to a term of five (5) years. It ap- 
pears that he was wrongly charged. The Court, in fact, is on record with 
the statement that it is not at all satisfied with the sentence meted out in 
this case. Commuted to two years and six months (2 yrs. 6 mos.), Decem- 
ber 28, 1951. 


EVERY, JOHN FERGUSON (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; at- 
tempted robbery; sentenced March 14, 1950, to a term of four (4) years. 
No prior felony conviction; his institutional record has been excellent; has 
worked in the Prison as ofice bookkeeper. Commuted from four (4) years 
to three (3) years, December 28, 1951. 


GODFREY, JAMES G. (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; first de- 
gree burglary; sentenced March 17, 1949, to a term of five (5) years. He 
has a record of nine (9) years service with the U. S. Merchant Marine. It 
is his desire to make that his carer. Has a fine institutional record. Com- 
muted from five (5) years to three (8) years and six (6) months, December 
2o701 051% 


SCHNEIDER, GEORGE (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; crime 
of rape; sentenced December 9, 1949, to thirty-five (35) years. John Sauter 
was co-defendant, appealed to Supreme Court from the conviction of judg- 
ment of said Court and was granted a new trial. John Sauter was com- 
pletely released and free of charge. Following opinion of Supreme Court 
sentence commuted to four (4) years. Approved January 29, 1952; served 
two (2) years. 


THEOBOLD, ORVILLE (Commutation)—Silver Bow County; crime of 
burglary; sentenced to eighteen (18) months August 3, 1951. He was merely 
an accomplice in the case and made no attempt to resist arrest and plead 
guilty to crime. Two daughters and aging mother are dependent on him 
for support. First-offender and institutional record has been very good. 
Sentence commuted from eighteen (18) months to ten (10) months. Ap- 
proved May 15, 1952. 


VINGE, HAROLD, W. (Commutation)—Lake County; first degree burg- 
lary; sentenced March 14, 1950, to a term of ten (10) years. He was hon- 
orably discharged from the U. S. Navy with the rank of Chief Petty Officer, 
2/c; his Navy record is free of any disciplinary action and his civil record 
discloses no prior convictions. He is married and has four minor children, 
all of whom are compelled to rely wholly for care and subsistence upon 
the Welfare Department of Washington. He has been an earnest, hard- 
working citizen and was active in the Boy Scouts movement. Became asso- 
ciated with three persons of whose true character and criminal reputations 
he was unaware and consequently became involved in burglary and was 
later forced at gunpoint to escape with them. He has been assured im- 
mediate employment upon his release. Commuted from ten (10) to four 
years and six months (4 yrs. 6 mos.), June 10, 1952. 


GREEN, JACK (Commutation)—Cascade County; first degree burg- 
lary; sentenced April 4, 1950, to a term of four (4) years. He is a veteran of 
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both Navy and Army, served 36 months overseas. He is married and has 
two minor children. He has played with the Prison baseball team and 
performs capably in a clerical capacity in the Prison office. He is assured 
of immediate employment upon release. Commuted from four (4) years 
to three (8) years, June 11, 1952. 


RUEDIN, CLARENCE (Commutation)—Missoula County; robbery; sen- 
tenced June 21, 1950, to a term of twelve (12) years. In company with two 
other youths was involved in the robbery while under the influence of 
alcohol. Court sentenced him and ordered the County Attorney to dis- 
miss the charges against the other two youths. From investigation there 
is sufficient evidence to show that he was not the instigator but merely 
an accomplice. A World War II veteran with an honorable discharge; is 
married and has a child who is cared for by his mother. Commuted from 
twelve (12) years to four (4) years, June 11, 1952. 


DUNCAN, CASSIUS T. (Commutation)—Lincoln County; grand lar- 
ceny; sentenced to ten (10) years December 27, 1948. A Navy veteran 
having served three years with honor and distinction, was cited for bravery 
and commended for heroic conduct. He was involved in this crime with a 
person whose record discloses eight prior convictions. Even so, Duncan re- 
ceived the heavier sentence. Commuted to six (6) years, June 11, 1952. 


KNOWN, THOMAS WELL (Commutation)—Big Horn County; second 
degree assault; sentenced to five (5) years May 7, 1950. This is his first 
offense and he is eligible to parole. Considerable confusion and contradic- 
tion attended testimony given in the case and it appears not to have been 
definitely established whether Well Known or one of several accomplices 
was the guilty party. Has been a model prisoner. Commuted June 11, 
1952, to three years and six months (3 yrs. 6 mos.). 


HERZET, JUNIOR PETE (Commutation)—Gallatin County; grand lar- 
ceny; sentenced April 7, 1950, to five (5) years. No prior convictions and 
is eligible to parole. He was young, and a series of adversities brought 
him into association with unsavory companions. It is not believed that 
justice will be served by further confinement. Commuted June 11, 1952, 
to three years, six months (38 yrs. 6 mos.). 


DANNER, DONALD J. (Commutation)—Park County; crime of rape; 
sentenced March 9, 1946, to sixteen (16) years. Offense was committed 
when Danner was young. Girl involved has since married and has estab- 
lished a home. Court and County Attorney has no objection to release. 
Has a good prison record. Commutation approved June 11, 1952. 


BAXTER, WILLIAM (Commutation)—Richland County; crime of rape; 
sentenced March 25, 1947, to term of twenty (20) years. Baxter has no 
prior convictions and is not a criminal nature. Service record was without 
disciplinary action of any kind. The girl has been married for several 
years and has a child. Baxter has learned his lesson and atoned for his 
crime. Commutation of twenty (20) years to ten (10) years. Approved 
June 11, 1952. 


MANCHAK, JOE (Commutation)—Glacier County; crime of first de- 
gree assault; sentenced February 20, 1952, to five (5) years. Manchak is 
a law abiding, respected citizen of Fort Shaw community. Has never been 
in previous trouble and was exasperated to the breaking point by acts of 
the man assaulted in trespass of his sheep. The man has sold his prop- 
erty and moved from the Sun River Valley. Court interposes no objection 
to commutation. Sentence commuted from five (5) years to six (6) 
months. Approved June 28, 1952. 


LOUGHMAN, LOUIS (Commutation)—Hill County; crime of using 
motor vehicle without consent of its owner; sentenced July 24, 1950. War- 
den informs me that Loughman’s institutional record is excellent and that 
he has from the time of his commitment enjoyed trusty status at the 
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Prison, working in the Prison office. He has joined the Prison A. A. group 
and has participated enthusiastically in the educational program of that 
organization. His parents are now of advanced years. Sentence com- 
muted from five (5) years to three (8) years. Approved August 6, 1952. 


HAMMOCK, C. V. (Commutation)—Toole County; crime of grand lar- 
ceny; sentenced August 25, 1951, term of five (5) years. At time of ar- 
raignment County Attorney recommended suspended sentence, which the 
Court imposed. Hammock violated the terms of the suspension. Hammock 
is a veteran of Army service in World War II with honorable discharge. 
It appears that the ends of justice will not be served by further confine- 
ment. Sentence commuted from five (5) years to two (2) years. Disap- 
proved August 14, 1952. Approved September 2, 1952. 


BARETTE, ZELLA PEARL (Commutation)—Missoula County; De- 
cember 14, 1951; 3-year sentence for robbery. Record discloses no prior 
convictions. She has been a model prisoner and appears to have improved 
noticeably in demeanor and in attitude. Sentence commuted from three 
(3) to two (2) years. Approved August 14, 1952. 


BERG, BENNIE (Commutation)—Valley County; crime of forgery; 
sentenced June 6, 1950, for seven and one-half (7%) years. At the time 
offense was committed Berg was having considerable marital difficulties. 
It appears that these difficulties were directly responsible for commis- 
sion of the act which resulted in conviction. The sentence seems to be 
unusually severe for such cases. Sentence commuted from seven and one- 
half (7%) years to three (8) years. Approved August 15, 1952. 


MORAN, LOUISE S. (Commutation of Jail Sentence)—Cascade Coun- 
ty Jail; issuing worthless checks; term of six (6) months in jail. County 
officials of Cascade County acquainted with Mrs. Moran, her home life, 
and her family, have requested that she be granted clemency. Commuta- 
tion from six (6) months to three (3) months. Approved December 238, 
1952. 


MURPHY, WILLIAM PATRICK (Commutation)—Silver Bow County; 
robbery; sentenced to fifty (50) years June 22, 1946. Prison Physician and 
V. A. officials at Fort Harrison affirm that unless Murphy procures ex- 
pert treatment at an early date for his affliction he may permanently lose 
the sight of his eye. Commutation from fifty (50) years to fourteen and 
one-half (14%) years. Approved December 238, 1952. 


BROWN, PERRY L. (Commutation)—Gallatin County; crime of statu- 
tory rape; sentenced June 138, 1949 to term of fifteen (15) years. Due to 
letters on file, and he has employment awaiting him in the event of his 
release and return to Idaho, sentence commuted to six (6) years. Approved 
December 238, 1952. 


BROWN, FRANCIS E. (Commutation)—Big Horn County; grand lar- 
ceny; sentenced October 19, 1950, for a term of four (4) years. Incarcera- 
tion was due to theft of stock. President and officers of Big Horn County 
Stock Association interpose no objection to clemency being granted Brown. 
Has served two years and two months. His entire family is being taken 
care of by the Welfare Department. Commutation approved January 2, 
1953. 


IRVINE, JOSEPH V. (Commutation Denied)—Granite County; first 
degree burglary; sentenced March 30, 1949, to a term of five (5) years. 
Commutation order made by Governor disapproved by State Board of Par- 
dons on August 80, 1951. 


WELLS, ALBERT, Jr. (Commutation Disapproved)—Cascade County; 
crime of robbery; sentenced May 26, 1950, to five (5) years. Wells was 
20 years of age at the time of this offense. He is a Marine Corps veteran, 
having served from September 1946 to September 1948, and received an 
honorable discharge. He is married and has two minor children. His 
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family presently resides in Butte and since his incarceration they have 
relied wholly upon the State Welfare Department assistance for their 
care and support. Sentence commuted from five (5) years to three years 
and six months (8 yrs. 6 mos.). Disapproved August 14, 1952. 


SIMS, DEAN (Pardon Disapproved)—Fergus County; crime of writing 
fictitious checks; sentenced October 18, 1950, to a term of five (5) years. 
From investigation this youth appears to be easily influenced but does not 
possess criminal tendencies. Because of his family’s financial position the 
boy never had an opportunity to complete his education, but went to work 
at an early age. Selective Service officials inform me that provided he 
is granted a pardon, a requisite to permit his entrance into the Armed 
Forces, he will immediately be processed for induction. Disapproved Aug- 
cust 14, 1952. 


HOWARD, EDWARD L. (Commutation Disapproved)—Fergus County; 
crime of burglary; sentenced April 17, 1951, to three years and six months 
(3%). He is the result of a broken home, received only tenth grade edu- 
cation and roamed around following various types of work. Commutation 
from three and one-half (8%) years to two (2) years. Disapproved August 
14, 1952. 


TOOHEY, NELLIMAN (Commutation Disapproved)—Gallatin County; 
involuntary manslaughter; sentenced December 12, 1950, to eight (8) years. 
Toohey is father of two children; wife employed as waitress in order to 
eare for children. A physical disorder has since. compelled her to leave 
her employment. However, due to fifteen appearing at the hearing ob- 
jecting to Governor’s action and further history of the case, commutation 
was disapproved August 14, 1952. 


CARSCADDEN, ROBERT H. (Commutation Disapproved)—Cascade 
County; first degree burglary; sentenced February 21, 1950, to five (5) 
years. He appears to have had marital difficulties which have resulted 
in his adopting bad habits. Does not appear to possess criminal tenden-— 
cies. Due to evidence on file, commutation disapproved August 14, 1952. 


CORNELL, GASPER T. (Commutation Withdrawn)—Missoula County; 
crime of rape; sentenced to fifty (50) years November 2, 1950. Due to 
evidence introduced at the hearing the case was withdrawn by Governor 
at Executive Session. 


OWENS, KENNETH W. (Pardon)—Cascade County; manslaughter; 
sentenced October 380, 1950. No prior convictions. 24 years old; first-of- 
fender; a member of Air Force police. An accident involving a car Owens 
was driving, in which James Kelly, 13, was killed. The Kelly boy was 
hitchhiking with Owens. Owens was not drunk at the time of the acci- 
dent. The Judge gave Owens a 38-year prison sentence because “Air 
Base personnel at that time were becoming involved in an increasing 
number of speeding and drunken-driving incidents and I felt that a stiff 
sentence would have a deterring effect upon others from committing similar 
offenses.” Fine family, and County officials recommend clemency. To be 
re-enlisted in Air Force. Commuted from three (3). years to one and one- 
half (14%) years. This commutation order was withdrawn on August 7, 
1951; then on November 17, 1952, a pardon was granted. 


ALEXANDER, JOHN (Pardon)—Yellowstone County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced to a term of two (2) years. No prior convictions; sen- 
tence was suspended. Became 18 years of age September 21, 1950, and wants 
to enlist in Armed Services. Behavior excellent during suspension, and 
pardon recommended by county authorities. It appears that Alexander was 
not the perpetrator of the crime, but was strongly influenced by an ac- 


complice, who received a 1-year sentence. Absolute pardon granted August 
28, 1951, 
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BELDEN, WALTER (Pardon)—Yellowstone County; grand larceny; 
sentenced October 28, 1948, to a term of one (1) year, which was sus- 
pended. Belden was convicted of taking merchandise from a railroad wreck 
inside the limits of Billings. He is self-employed as a house mover in 
Billings and has several people in his employ. With the exception of this 
offense, Belden has no prior convictions and has the respect of all who 
know him. Absolute pardon granted August 138, 1951. 


BOLIN, JAMES E. (Pardon)—Fergus County; second degree burglary; 
sentenced March 4, 1931, to a term of five (5) years. Sentence was sus- 
pended. There appeared to be a shortage in funds in the passenger agent’s 
office at Lewistown. Bolin was 20 years of age at the time and it ap- 
pears doubtful that he could have been convicted had he stood trial. Bolin 
entered the Army in 1941 as an enlisted man and was commissioned in 
the Air Force, where he served as Public Information Officer. When Bolin 
applied for overseas asignment it was discovered that what he had be- 
lieved was a remission of the offense charged in 1931 was, in fact, a 
restoration of citizenship by Governor John Erickson. He chose to resign 
from the Air Corps rather than stand court martial. Bolin worked as a 
reporter on various newspapers, including the Lewistown Democrat, the 
Spokane Press, the Okanogan Independent and the Seattle PI. He was at 
this time a respected businessman in Seattle. His character, conduct and 
personal achievements since 1931 have won him respect and friendship of 
all who have been associated with him in every community in which he 
has resided. Absolute pardon granted November 28, 1951. 


SOUZA, WALTER D. (Pardon)—Cascade County; grand larceny; sen- 
tenced November 17, 1950, to a term of one (1) year. Released on parole 
in May, 1951. Since returned to service with the Air Force. This airman 
has an honorable record of eight (8) years in the Armed Forces. Con- 
siderable doubt attended Souza’s involvement in the offense for which he 
was convicted. Since his release from Prison his commanding officer has 
accepted him back at his original station with the rank he held prior to 
his confinement. However, Souza’s re-enlistment cannot be made unless he 
is pardoned, and it appears that he is deserving of a pardon. Pardon 
granted November 28, 1951. 


TROTTIER, MAXINE (Pardon)—Phillips County; second degree as- 
sault; sentenced September 25, 1950, to a term of fifteen (15) months. Re- 
leased on parole May 10, 1951. Maxine is a part-Indian girl, 21 years of 
age, a high school graduate, who, before her incarceration had made plans 
to take training as a nurse. The State Indian Coordinator is exploring 
possibilities for her placement. Because of confusing testimony and the 
nature of the offense the sentence was extremely severe. The office of 
Coordinator of Indian Affairs has made a complete and unbiased investi- 
gation of this case and the case of this girl’s father and brother, and their 
findings are filed with these individual cases. The request in this case is 
for pardon, in order that this girl may continue her schooling. Pardon 
granted November 28, 1951. 


TROTTIER, EVERETT PAT (Pardon)—Phillips County; second degree 
assault; sentenced Sentember 25, 1950, to a term of three (3) years. An 
Infantry veteran of World War II, served in combat zone many months and 
awarded Combat Infantry Badge. Following discharge he remained a mem- 
ber of the Reserve Corps. Became involved in the dispute which resulted 
in his being charged. The evening preceding the day he was scheduled to 
leave for Fort Ord, California, to report for active duty. His personal 
record in his community is without reproach, well liked and well thought 
of. It appeared that he had had several drinks and administered a sound 
beating to a person whom he believed to be maligning his sister and his 
father. His sincere desire is to be permitted to return to the Army, and 
to do so he must furnish proof of full pardon. Pardon granted December 
By 1951: 
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SMOKING, WILLIAM STILL (Pardon)—Glacier County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced December 31, 1949; released on parole June 30, 1950. 
Evidence shows he was implicated with crime only in a small way but chose 
to suffer full responsibility rather than be informer. He wishes to join 
Armed Forces. Pardon approved February 15, 1952. 


TROTTIER, MAX (Pardon)-—Phillips County; second degree assault; 
sentenced September 22, 1950, to two and one-half (2%) years. Witnesses 
to the assault have testified and a personal investigation by Coordinator of 
Indian Affairs has revealed that Max Trottier played little or no part in 
the offense which was committed. In order that Trottier may not be fur- 
ther penalized and may encounter no difficulty in resuming his normal 
pursuits, pardon was granted. Approved March 21, 1952. 


FURST, HELEN (Pardon)—Sheridan County; forgery; sentenced Feb- 
ruary 17, 1948, to one (1) year. Informed Mrs. Furst has conducted her- 
self in exemplary fashion and there is no evidence to show she could not 
have been mentally disturbed and not in possession of her faculties at 
the time. Pardon approved March 21, 1952. 


CHRISTOPHERSON, OLEK (Pardon)—Hill County; first degree as- 
sault; sentenced January 25, 1940, to five (5) years. Released on parole 
July 24, 1942. Many extenuating circumstances appeared in his favor. Since 
release he has led an exemplary lite; was restored to membership of Blue 
Lodge, Scottish Rite and Shrine, and bears a fine reputation. Has applied 
to Federal Government for position, and in order to obtain same must have 
record clear. Pardon approved May 1, 1952. 


VASQUEZ, ANTONIO (Pardon)—Silver Bow County; crime of petit 
larceny; sentenced January 16, 19389, to a term of four (4) months, in 
Silver Bow County Jail. Informed that in event Vasquez does not obtain 
a pardon from the State of Montana for offense heretofore mentioned he 
is liable to deportation to Mexico by immigration authorities, since he is 
net a citizen. He will apply immediately for citizenship if a pardon is 
granted. Since 1989 Vasquez has conducted himself at all times as an 
exemplary citizen. He is gainfully employed in the city of East Chicago, 
where he lives with his wife and helpless cripple suffering from poliomye- 
litis, his young daughter, both of whom rely wholly upon his care and 
support. Pardon Approved June 10, 1952. 


SOUHRADA, ROBERT J. (Pardon)—Big Horn County; crime of man- 
slaughter; sentenced April 26, 1949, to serve a term of one and one-half 
(1%) years. Released on parole January 25, 1950. Since termination of 
sentence applicant has married and is father of child. Souhrada has also 
graduated from Montana State University and conducted himself in an 
exemplary manner. He is now seeking suitable employment in order that 
he may support and care for his family and assume his rightful place in 
society, and it is not likely that favorable consideration would be given 
to one seeking employment in the education field with a past prison record. 
Pardon granted July 9, 1952. 


JOHNSON, MILO A. (Pardon)—Yellowstone County; crime of grand 
larceny; sentenced August 28, 1948, to serve a term of eighteen (18) months. 
Released on parole from the Prison May 24, 1949. Johnson plead guilty; 
was associating at the time with rough companions who induced him to 
take a car without consent of the owner in order that the group could 
take a joyride. Johnson is seeking to enlist in the Armed Forces but is 
prevented from doing so by reason of his felony conviction. The court does 
not interpose objection to clemency being granted in Johnson’s behalf. 
Pardon granted July, 1952. 


OWENS, KENNETH (Pardon)—Cascade County; crime of manslaugh- 
ter; sentenced October 30, 1950, to three (8) years. Granted parole April 
29, 1952. At time of conviction Owens was a member of the Armed Forces 
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stationed at Great Falls Air Base. Wished pardon to re-enter Armed 
Forces. Pardon granted November 17, 1952. 


CONDITIONAL PARDON REVOKED BY GOVERNOR 


GILBERT, CALVIN—Hill County; uttering a false and worthless check; 
a felony; sentenced March 18, 1949, to six (6) years. Conditional pardon 
granted December 16, 1949; conditional pardon revoked August 31, 1951. 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


It was moved by Wiedman, duly seconded and carried, that the number 
of members on the Committee on Highways and Highway Transportation 
be increased from fifteen (15) to nineteen (19). 


INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


The following was introduced, read first and second time, and referred 
to the Committee on Ways and Means: 


House Bill No. 12, introduced by Haines (Missoula), Reed, Rimel, Nybo, 
Tobin (Silver Bow), Rieder, Toole, Wood, Regan: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An Act to Amend Section 38-2478 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, Relating to the Manufacture and Sale of Colored Oleomargarine, 
Providing for the Manufacture or Sale of Colored Oleomargarine Which Is 
Colored Yellow, Providing for Standards of Coloring, Providing for the 
Imposition of a Tax, Empowering the State Board of Equalization to 
Collect the Tax and Promulgate Rules and Regulations in Conformity 
to this Law, Severability of the Provisions of this Act, Repealing All Acts 
or Parts of Acts in Conflict Herewith.” 


CONSIDERATION OF GENERAL ORDERS 


-A motion was made by Wiedman, duly seconded and carried that the 
House resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole for consideration of 
General Orders. 


Bricker of Cascade in the Chair. Committee arose. 
House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee of the Whole, having had under 
consideration the following, recommend: That House Bill No. 5 be amended

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 
,  danuary 29, 1953. 


Mr. Speaker: We, the committee appointed under House Resolution 
No. 3 of the Thirty-second Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana 
which committee was appointed for the purpose of investigating subversive 
and un-American activities in the State of Montana, in accordance with 
the terms of that resolution which required that such committee report 
back to the Thirty-third Legislative Assembly on its findings and activi- 
ties during the interim, do hereby submit the following report: 


After two meetings during the last legislative session, the committee 
then met at the Capitol in Helena in May, 1951, for the purpose of or- 
ganization and to outline a course of action. All members of the committee 
were present. A few voluntary witnesses were heard and a general course 
of action outlined. It was then first discovered that the appropriation pro- 
vided for in the resolution creating this committee was not available 
because of the fact that such appropriation was to be paid out of the 
legislative appropriation for the Thirty-second Legislative Assembly and 
such appropriation was then completely exhausted. There never have been 
any funds for the use of the committee. The committee members have 
paid all of their expenses and have also born the cost of any private in- 
vestigations which any of them have made. These investigations have 
been of a minor nature. Because of the total lack of any funds upon which 
to operate, the committee has had no further meeting; but the individual 
members have received various reports and suggestions from many of the 
good citizens of the State. i 


It is a matter of common knowledge that because of the activities of 
the committee on un-American activities, U.S. House of Representatives 
and certain patriotic senators, congressmen and others, that many bad se- 
curity risks and others actively plotting against our government have been 
removed from high places in the Federal government. These investigations 
have shown that subversive elements have infiltrated and are actively 
engaged in every state of the union. We feel that the State of Montana 
should have the benefit of an un-American activities committee to the 
end that various rumors could be either verified or disproven. 
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The committee is unanimous in the opinion that there is a definite 
necessity for such a committee for the next interim or as a permanent 
committee. We are further convinced that there is more need for such 
committee at this time than there was two years ago. 


We recommend that the Thirty-third Legislative Assembly set up a 
similar committee and provide it with a definite appropriation for the 
purpose of carrying on its work. We recommend that a sum of not less than 
$25,000.00 be definitely appropriated for the purpose of the committee. We 
further recommend that the new committee, its powers and regulations, be 
similar to those of this committee.

Gentlemen: 


The State Highway Commission in a Special meeting held on January 
29, 30 and 31, 1953, and after joining in conference with the Governor, 
Senate Highways and Transportation Committee, the House Committee 
on Highways and Highway Transportation and the Executive Committee 
of the Governor’s Highway Finance Interim Committee reviewed the status 
of Highway Department finances and felt that, as members of the State 
Highway Commission, they would be derelict in their duties if they did 
not acquaint the members of the Thirty-third Legislative Assembly with 
the facts and figures relating to highway maintenance and construction for 
the next two years. 


The uppermost consideration that the Highway Commission has is to 
economize in its operations. It is the opinion and hope of the Commission 
that if they demonstrate to the people that the maximum value is received 
for every dollar expended for highway purposes that the people, through 
their elected representatives and senators, will support the Commission in 
its efforts to finance and achieve an adequate highway system. 


The Comimssion does not presume to tell the Legislature what to do or 
to assume a dictatorial position but it does stand ready and willing to 
supply data and information and to assist the members of the Legislature 
in every way in their endeavor to solve the highway problem. It has been 
estimated by competent engineering authority, that over 300 miles of pri- 
mary highway in the state are wearing out each year and records show 
that less than 200 miles are being reconstructed. In addition to the prob- 
lem of providing an adequate primary highway system the Commission is 
keenly aware of the necessity to go forward with an accelerated secondary 
road program and not jeopardize in any way the development of the rural 
areas of the state. Under present conditions the State of Montana, insofar 
as highway construction and reconstruction is concerned, is in the same 
position as the proverbial frog who attempted to get out of a well by 
jumping upward two feet every day and then slipping back three feet. What 
are we as Montanans going to do—recognize the problem, or ignore it? 
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The attached statement, and explanatory notes, relate to the esti- 
mated receipts and expenditures for the period beginning January 1, 1953 
and ending June 30, 1955.

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The above analysis will not correspond to previous statement sub- 
mitted since we are now taking credit for a previously undetermined cash 
balance of $436,060.00 and are including in the anticipated revenues an in- 
crease during the next two years of $500,000.00 annually in the Motor Fuel 
Tax Receipts, and of $50,000.00 annually in the Gross Vehicle Weight Tax 
Receipts over and above the anticipated revenues previously considered. We 
have also estimated that Maintenance Expenditures can be decreased by 
exercising strict economy to the extent of aproximately $445,000.00 per 
year for the next two fiscal years. State revenues shown do not include 
credits for planned tightening of the Gasoline Refunds, nor for any addi- 
tional revenues which may be provided by legislative measures now pend- 
ing. 

The additional state money required to match the full amount of Fed- 
eral Aid available for the period January 1, 1953 to June 30, 1955, and to 
thus provide a matched road program for the two and a half year period in 
the amount of $46,772,110.00, or $11,157,510.00 greater than could other- 
wise be provided, is $4,511,980.00, as noted in the above tabulation. 


Of the additional $4,511,980.00 which would be required, it is estimated 
that $2,250,000.00 could be provided from a one-half cent increase in the 
motor fuel tax, effective April 1, 1953, in accordance with a legislative 
bill which the State Highway Commission has respectfully requested the 
Legislature to introduce and consider. 


If the one-half cent increase in the motor fuel tax is favorably con- 
sidered and enacted into law by the Legislature, as proposed, there would 
still remain $2,261,980.00 which would have to be provided by the Legis- 
lature from other sources for the period ending June 30, 1955. This 
$2,261,980.00 would have to be provided through the tightening of the 
motor fuel tax refund laws, by increasing gross vehicle weight taxes, 
and by other pending and proposed legislation.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Livestock and Public Ranges, 
having had under consideration House Bill No. 71, respectfully report as 
follows: That House Bill No. 71 be amended as follows: by striking out 
all of Section 4 beginning on line 26 of page 5 of the original bill and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 4. That Section 46-2322 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 
1947, be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


‘Section 46-2322. Grazing Preferences Appurtenant to Dependent Com- 
mensurate Property and Commensurate Property and Method of Trans- 
ferring Preferences to Other Lands. Grazing preferences shall run with 
and be appurtenant to, the dependent commensurate and commensurate 
property upon which they are based. They shall not be subject to devise, 
bequest, attachment, execution, lease, sale, exchange, transfer, pledge, mort- 
gage, or other process, or transaction, except as provided in this section 
or in the by-laws of a state district. Upon application by a permittee, the 
state district with the approval of the Grass Conservation Commission may ~ 
allow a preference. based on ownership or control of dependent commen- 
surate or commensurate property to be transferred to other property owned 
or controlled by the permittee of sufficient commensurability, provided that 
in any transfer of preference from dependent commensurate or com- 
mensurate property controlled but not owned by applicant, the applicant 
must have had control and use of the dependent commensurate or com- 
mensurate property and the preference appurtenant thereto, for five (5) 
consecutive years and must have established and maintained the livestock 
operation upon which the dependency was established by use or priority 
immediately prior to the application for transfer. Provided further that 
such transfer will not interfere with the stability of livestock operations 
or with proper range management and will not affect adversely the estab- 
lished local economy, and provided further that no such transfer will 
be allowed without the written consent of the owner or owners and any 
encumbrancers of the dependent commensurate or commensurate property 
from which the transfer is to be made and provided further that such 
transfer shall not in any case become effective until approved by the 
Grass Conservation Commission. The provision of the section shall not be 
construed to apply to trespass violations. 


When such application is presented to the board the secretary upon 
the direction of the board shall give notice thereof setting forth in gen- 
eral said application and the time and place of hearing thereon as fixed by 
the board and a copy of said notice shall be given or mailed to the 
applicant and shall be published for at least once a week for two successive 
weeks prior to such meeting in a newspaper published or generally circu- 
lated within the district and said notice shall also be posted for at least

two full weeks prior to such meeting in three (3) public places within said 
district and the date of hearing must be at least fifteen (15) days from 
the first publication of said notice and at such hearing the directors shall 
fully hear and determine such application and objections thereto if any. 


Upon the allowance of a transfer under this section, the property from 
which the transfer is made shall lose its grazing preference to the extent 
of the preference transferred. - 


All expenses involved under the application shall be borne by the ap- 
plicant. 


When the land to which a preference is attached shall change its 
control or ownership such preference shall change with the land, provided, 
that the person to which such control or ownership changes shall secure a 
non-use permit or shall pay the usual grazing fees. If such person fails 
to secure such non-use permit or refuses to pay such grazing fees, the 
preferences may be revoked by the state district. If any person controls 
but does not own land and does not secure a non-use permit and refuses 
to pay grazing fees, the state district shall notify the owner of such land 
by registered mail that the preference attached to such land will be re- 
voked unless such owners shall pay the usual grazing fees to the state 
district within sixty (60) days from the time of receipt of such notice. The 
state district may revoke such preference if the owner or mortgagor does 
not pay such fees or secure a non-use permit. 


If any permittee fails to pay grazing fees or assessments levied by 
the state district, or fails to obtain a non-use permit or violates any of 
the rules and regulations of the state district, the state district may notify 
such permittee and owner of such land by registered mail that the prefer- 
ence attached to such land will be revoked unless such grazing fees or 
assessments are paid or such permittee ceases to violate the rules and regu- 
lations laid down by the district within sixty (60) days from the time of 
receipt of such notice. The state district may revoke such preference if 
the permittee or owner fails to pay such charges or make such compliance. 


When a preference is revoked, it shall be detached from the dependent 
commensurate or commensurate property to which it was formerly appurte- 
nant. The preference shall immediately shift to the state district. The state 
district may then allocate it to either dependent commensurate or com- 
mensurate property in the manner provided by its by-laws. 


In all cases where notices are given permittees under this act by 
registered mail and addressed to the postoffice address of such permittee 
as shown by the records of such grazing district such notices shall be 
deemed received by the permittee when deposited in the United States 
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Postoffice by the district or by the commission’.

REPORT OF THE JOINT INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 
TO INVESTIGATE 
THE MONTANA STATE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 
AT MILES CITY 


To His Excellency, Governor J. Hugo Aronson, Governor of the State of 
Montana 


To the Honorable President of the Senate, George M. Gosman 
To the Honorable Speaker of the House of Representatives, Dean Chaffin 


The Special Joint Investigating Committee to investigate conditions at 
the Montana State Industrial School at Miles City, as requested by the 
Senate on January 8, 1953, respectfully reports as follows: 


REPORT ON MONTANA STATE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


Established and designated by the Laws of 1893 as a reform school to 
be located at or within three miles of Miles City, Montana, changed to 
Montana State Industrial School by the laws of 1915, the objects and pur- 
poses of the school are stated by law (Section 80-806, Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947) as “. .. the keeping and reformatory training of all male 
youths between the ages of ten (10) and twenty-one (21) years who are 
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residents of the State of Montana and who have been regularly committed 
to said school by a duly authorized court.” 


INTRODUCTION 


The training to be given inmates of the school is governed by Section 
80-811, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, which provides: 


“All the branches taught in the public schools of the state shall be 
taught in the Industrial School and the inmates shall be taught and 
trained in morality, temperance and frugality, and they shall also be in- 
structed in the different trades, vocations and callings, as far as possible 
within the scope of the institution.” 


The general supervision and control of the school is vested in the 
State Board of Education and in a Local Executive Board of three mem- 
bers, two of whom are appointed by the Governor, by and with the advice 
and consent of the State Board of Education, the third member being the 
president or superintendent of the Montana State Industrial School (Sec- 
tion 75-802, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947). 


The Local Executive Board has power and authority in contracting 
current expenses and in auditing, paying and reporting bills for salaries, or 
other expenses incurred in connection with said school. The Board of Ex- 
aminers may not limit the power of the Local Executive Board in making 
expenditures or contracts which do not in any single instance or for any 
single purpose exceed two hundred and fifty dollars. Additionally, the 
Local Executive Board has such immediate direction and control, other 
than financial, of the affairs of the institution as may be conferred on 
said Board by the State Board of Education, subject always to the super- 
vision and control of the State Board of Education (Section 75-807, Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1947). 


Under Section 80-810, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, the Local Ex- 
ecutive Board has the duty to investigate complaints against the director 
cr other employee of the school, to investigate charges by the president 
against any inmate of the school, and under Section 80-812, Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, the Local Executive Board has power and authority 
under the direction and subject to the approval of the State Board of 
Prison Commissioners to regulate the workings of the school, and from 
time to time, as may be necessary, to erect buildings, make improvements, 
purchase machinery, tools and implements to be used in any of the trades 
taught in said school, and have general supervision and control of the 
institution and make such rules for its management and control as may 
be necessary, provided that no rule shall be in conflict with the provisions 
of the constitution or laws of the state, and provided further, that such 
buildings and improvements shall not exceed in cost the sums appropriated 
therefor. 


The State Board of Education has authority to employ a president of 
the Montana State Industrial School who shall take charge of the school 
and who shall also have immediate control of said school. Other officers 
and teachers as may be necessary for the management of the school are 
to be appointed by the Local Executive Board (Section 80-808, Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1947). 


The duties of the president of the Montana State Industrial School 
are stated by Section 80-809, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as the 
entire supervision of the school, subject, however, to control of the State 
Board of Education, attendance at all meetings of the Local Executive 
Board, and to confer with the State Board of Education. 
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BACKGROUND 


The 32nd Session of the Montana Legislature appropriated for the Mon- 
tana State Industrial School the sum of $197,133.00 for the first year of 
the ensuing biennium, $190,033.00 for the second year of the biennium, 
$140,000.00 for construction of a new cottage, and Post War Planning Funds 
amounting to $51,849.00. Notwithstanding the fact that this appropriation 
was the largest for many years, a deficit of $155,000.00 was reported to the 
33rd Session of the Legislature. This fact, coupled with a high escape rate 
from the school, a ratio of 48 employees to 77 inmates, and an increase in 
per capita cost of daily operation from $1.28 in 1988 to $3.40 in 1950 to 
$10.16 in 1952, resulted in demands for a legislative investigation of the 
Montana State Industrial School. 


A Joint Senate and House Committee, composed of three members 
of the House and three members of the Senate was duly appointed to 
make the investigation. This Committee spent six days at Miles City, 
the location of the Industrial School, in inspection and examination of the 
institution and in taking testimony. In addition, hearings were conducted 
for approximately five full days in Helena. 


The Committee unanimously adopted these aims: 


(a) To learn the present condition of the Industrial School. 


(b) To determine whether the Industrial School is fulfilling its func- 
tion. 


(c) To accurately report the condition and functioning of the school. 
(d) To make such recommendations as seem proper. 


(e) To conduct the investigation on a non-partisan basis and in a 
manner calculated to disturb the operation of the institution as 
little as possible. In this connection, newspaper publicity was 
kept at a minimum and limited to the general rather than the 
specific. 


Some urged and others feared that the Committee would re-try what 
is commonly called the “Horn Case,” namely the State Board of Education 
investigation and dismissal of the Industrial School Superintendent, Carl 
Horn, in April 1951, in order to accomplish Horn’s vindication and restora- 
tion to office. The Committee regarded this suggestion as being beyond 
its aims as stated above and insofar as possible testimony seeking to re- 
open the Horn Case was refused. 


Notwithstanding, the Board of Education investigation of April 1951, 
continued to present itself to the Joint Committee, not in connection with 
the dismissal of Mr. Horn, but rather as marking the end of one era and 
the old philosophy of operation of the institution and the beginning of a 
new era with a new philosophy. Accordingly, the transcript of the Board 
of Education hearing at Miles City, Montana, in April, 1951, was read 
by the committee. 


Unaware of the new philosophy, and new rules of evaluation, the In- 
dustrial School enjoyed a Golden Era through the A. C. Dorr administra- 
tion, (1914 to 1940), during which it was efficiently and economically op- 
erated, the School Farm being not only extremely productive but also one 
of the show places of Eastern Montana. Although corporal punishment 
was occasionally used, both it and the discipline thereby supported were 
wisely and carefully administered. 


With the passing of Mr. Dorr, due to inattention and neglect by the 
school management, by the State Board of Education, the Local Executive 
Board and the Legislature, there began a general deterioration in the 
physical plant and farm of the Industrial School. From its investigation in 
April 1951, the Board of Education and the Local Board, awaking from 
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untroubled slumber, discovered deterioration in administrative effective- 
ness and disciplinary procedures. 


It is not for this committee to question or impeach the conclusions of 
the Board of Education from its April 1951 investigation. However, it can 
and should be said that the manner in which the investigation was con- 
ducted, the superintendent discharged and the entire operational philosophy 
changed overnight was ill-advised and resulted in a state of confusion from 
which the school has not yet recovered. The sensational press disclosures 
attending that investigation and the melodramatic destruction of two iron 
solitary confinement cells caused a psychological impact from which many 
of the participants are still suppering. 


Thus began the “new era.” And it is not surprising that the announced 
horror of the Board of Education and Local Executive Board in discover- 
ing at the school corporal punishment and two iron cells also had its 
psychological impact upon the inmates. The old order had changed, a new 
era had arrived. While the boys might not understand the new, they 
could understand the absence of the old. Observing the destruction of 
the two iron cells and hearing the pronouncements of the end of corporal 
punishment, the inmates exhibited their understanding by departure from 
the institution in numbers and almost at will. 


Approximately eighteen months later new “detention facilities” were 
completed, as part of the $20,000 conversion of what had been the Music 
Building, namely three new cells of the built-in type, slightly larger than 
the old cells, each containing a cot and toilet bowl, but from the esthetic 
standpoint lacking the view to the out of doors afforded by the old cells. 
When two boys are confined in one of the new cells, as sometimes happens, 
one must sleep on the floor, a criticism lodged against the old cells. 


EMPLOYMENT OF PRESENT ADMINISTRATION 


After a temporary administration from April 1951, to the first part 
of November 1951, the State Board of Education, after careful search 
and consideration, and with the best interests of the State of Montana and 
the Industrial School at heart, selected Mr. Casper Wolhowe as superin- 
tendent of the institution. Mr. Wolhowe came to Montana with good recom- 
mendations and with the following background of education and experience. 
He was graduated from Velva, North Dakota Agricultural High School in 
1926, from Luther College, Decorah, Iowa in 1938, and the University 
of Chicago with a Master’s Degree in 1941. From 1941 to 1948 Mr. Wolhowe 
served as director of North Dakota child welfare and crippled childrens’ 
programs except for three years military service as a gunnery officer on 
troop ships and also as Civil Readjustment Officer, Personnel Separation 
Center, Bremerton, Washington. From 1948 to November, 1951, Mr. Wol- 
howe served as Clinic Director and later as Clinic Director and Assistant 
Superintendent of the State Training School for Boys, St. Charles, Illinois. 


Mr. Morris B. Thomte, assistant superintendent of the Montana State 
Industrial School, was graduated from the University of North Dakota, 
having majored in psychology and social work, from the University of 
Chicago with a Master’s Degree in Social Service Administration; by way 
of further study, Mr. Thomte attended two years of weekly staff confer- 
ences and case consultation at the University of Colorado Medical Center 
and a seminar at the University of Pittsburg on “The Social Worker as 
Consultant.” Mr. Thomte has had three and one-half years experience as 
a child welfare worker among Indians, two years as a case worker and 
two years as chief of case work section in neuropsychiatric hospitals, and 
almost three years as director of mental health clinic, Public Health De- 
partment, Greeley, Colorado. 


The Industrial School staff boasts many college graduates, including 
those in the educational department, and two graduates of the agricultural 
school at Montana State College who supervise farming operations. 
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FINDINGS 


In any consideration and appraisal of the Montana State Industrial 
School an understanding of the basic theory of operation is essential. From 
and after April 1951, the school has followed the modern doctrine that 
rehabilitation of youths who have committed delinquent acts cannot be 
achieved in an atmosphere of what is called “institutional conformity” pro- 
duced through “external discipline” or “external means of control.” An 
exponent of this new philosophy initially defines ‘external discipline” as 
being synonymous with corporal punishment and in making the definition 
accentuates the abuses of corporal punishment. However, when closely 
pressed, the exponent admits that “external discipline” is any form of 
punishment which is likely to cause bitterness and resentment in the 
recipient. For example, work details should not be used as punishment 
because the boy being punished would then resent work, whereas, to 
further rehabilitation, work should be something good, attractive. 


“Institutional Conformity” is regularity of appearance of grounds, 
buildings and farm, and uniformity of behavior of the inmates. Institutional 
conformity is regarded by the advocates of the new philosophy as bad, 
if it results from external discipline; as good, if it results from internal 
discipline. 


The present school administration is imbued with the spirit of this 
new philosophy. They have a full understanding of the doctrine. The in- 
mates do not. Whether or not it results from the new theory, there is an 
absolute lack of direction at the Montana State Industrial School, affecting 
almost every part of the institution. 


The first impression gained by a visitor to the institution is the lit- 
tered, untidy appearance of the grounds, the buildings, and the lack of 
neatness and cleanliness in the inmates themselves. The Committee vis- 
ited every single building at the institution, and only three of these meas- 
ured up to any standard of cleanliness and neatness, namely, Cottage C 
and the auto and carpentry shops. 


The rest of the cottages in which the boys reside needed cleaning, 
painting, and general upkeep, things which could be accomplished by the 
boys working under the supervision and direction of the staff at the school. 
The cottage parents in Cottage C, that being the only cottage which had 
any appearance of neatness and cleanliness, were asked who had painted a 
newly finished wall, and they replied that they and the boys in the cot- 
tage had done the painting themselves. It was observed by the committee 
that the boys residing in Cottage C were themselves much neater in ap- 
pearance than those residing in the other cottages, that their attitude 
was friendlier and more respectful. 


Many of the inmates badly needed hair cuts and it was apparent that 
even a simple operation of that kind lacked direction. The examination 
of the school by the committee and the testimony received by it disclosed 
that the inmates are not furnished with lock boxes or compartments for 
the storage of clothing and other personal belongings, with the result that 
there is petty thievery in constant process, so that a boy rarely wears his 
own clothing or shoes. 


The lack of direction affects the discipline maintained at the school 
and many staff members, having served six months or more under the 
new administration, terminated their employment because they could not 
accomplish their jobs without some semblance of discipline. For this 
reason, the institution lost its school principal, its coach and an excellent 
instructor in carpentry. 


In addition to preventing effective instruction in regular school work, 
and also in the vocational training, the lack of discipline has’ resulted in 
a disrespectful attitude toward staff members. Several of the women em- 
ployees complained of excessive and abusive use of profanity toward them.

The complaints by staff members and parents as to lack of discipline and 
lack of organization at the institution have not been squarely met by the 
present administration. 


The new philosophy of operation prevents the use of any punishment 
which would cause resentment and build up a resistance in the inmates 
to treatment and therefore, very little punishment is used. For even serious 
infractions of what school rules exist, the primary punishment is the loss 
of privilege of attendance at movies for a night or two. This withdrawal 
of privilege meets with contempt from the inmates because there is so 
little discipline maintained at the movies that many prefer not to attend. 


One of the major offenses at the institution is running away. Escapees 
- returned to the school are placed in Detention Cottage A, the remodeled 
structure that formerly served as the Music Building. From one to five 
or six days, the escapee may be put in solitary confinement in one of 
the three isolation cells where he is visited daily by either the superin- 
tendent or assistant superintendent. While in solitary confinement, the 
ee As given three full meals a day and not deprived of reading ma- 
terial. 


After the confinement in the cells, the escapee is limited to general 
living in Detention Cottage A, regarded by the inmates as a fairly pleasant 
existence. Its occupants are limited to ten, so that there is considerably 
more room per occupant than exists in the other cottages; this cottage has 
just been remodeled; full meals are served individually at tables for four; 
work in the laundry, which is used as a security detail is considered as 
more satisfactory than most of the school details, particularly in the 
winter months. 


One youngster who was confined in the Detention Cottage A _ vol- 
unteered: “I like it in here because the other guys don’t beat me up.” It 
does not take a psychologist ef unusual ability to determine that the in- 
mates do not regard the Detention Cottage as punishment. 


One of the worst effects of the lack of discipline is that the inmates 
are not protected from each other. Into the vacuum left by lack of admin- 
istrative discipline has marched gang discipline. While the committee ad- 
visably made no effort to swear and examine the inmates, feeling that 
the effect would harm the school, enough evidence was received to warrant 
the conclusion that both gang rule and sexual perversion do exist and that 
the present administration has not taken adequate steps either to investigate 
these matters or to bring about their discontinuance. 


The committee determined, and the present school administration ad- 
mits, that the judiciary of Montana lack confidence in the institution to such 
an extent that they confine a boy who has committed delinquent acts to 
the Montana State Industrial School only as a last resort. District judges, 
rather than sentencing delinquents to the Industrial School, have utilized 
their probation powers and the services of the local probation officers to 
the highest extent. This loss of confidence in the institution has resulted 
primarily from two sources: (a) the unusually high escape rate, and (b) 
reports returning to the judiciary of lack of discipline at the institution. 


Certain delinquents are regarded by the judiciary and by the residents 
of a community as being harmful, if not dangerous, to society and both 
the judiciary and the community are bound to be displeased if a délinquent 
of that type is either permitted to escape or is prematurely paroled. These 
problems exist and have neither been appreciated nor met by the present 
administration and had the superintendent spent as much time working 
with the district judges and the local probation officers throughout Mon- 
tana as he has in addressing service and women’s clubs, he might have 
a better understanding of what the communities expect and the communi- 
ties in turn might have a better understanding of what the institution is 
trying to do. 
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The present administration has been handicapped by the factional dis- 
pute at Miles City which originated with the State Board of Education 
hearing and discharge of Mr. Horn in April of 1951. The present administra- 
tion has tried sincerely to solve this factional conflict. Its efforts have 
not been successful. The community of Miles City would have a better 
understanding of the school if it were more adequately protected from the 
many crimes committed by escapees. As an example of what disturbs the 
residents of Miles City, of the 22 car thefts which took place in Miles 
City during 1952, 21 of these thefts were proved to have been committed 
by escapees from the Industrial School. This same picture, in decreasing 
ratios, applies to other crimes occurring in Miles City during 1952. 


There is confusion in Montana as to just what type of institution is 
being conducted at Miles City. Because of reluctance on the part of 
Montana district judges to commit boys to the Montana Industrial School, 
the school no longer operates as merely a correctional institution for 
youngsters who have, due to mental confusion, committed delinquent acts. 
It is fulfilling that role to a limited extent and in addition it has become 
a place for the confident young men who had had a rather long history 
of delinquency culminating in the commission of one or more serious 
crimes, in other words the more incorrigible type of delinquent. In many 
states there are two institutions, one to care for each type of delinquent. 
Because of its lack of population, Montana cannot support both types and 
the Montana State Industrial School must necessarily serve in this dual 
capacity. 


This requires segregation of the two types and, although further facili- 
ties would be desirable for the handling of the more incorrigible types, 
the administration has failed to make such segregation as is possible with 
existing facilities. Once this segregation is made, the more incorrigible type 
of delinquent could be more securely confined and could not take ad- 
vantage of the permissive type of disciplige under which the school now 
operates. The present superintendent has led many to believe, including 
members of the legislative appropriation subcommittee working on the 
budget for the Industrial School, that lack of facilities and lack of adequate 
staff have prevented successful operation of the school. In other words, 
if the State of Montana will give the present superintendent all that he 
asks in the way of buildings, equipment and operating capital, he will be 
able to operate a satisfactory institution. Experience teaches us that in 
government, in business, and in fact in life itself, we never have all of 
the plant and working tools which we might desire and yet we must do 
the best job possible with the facilities at hand. This same doctrine ap- 
plies to the Industrial School and neither the State of Montana nor the 
superintendent of that school can wait for the millenium before beginning 
to effectively operate the institution. 


The escape rate from the school since April 1951, has increased 10 
to 12 times. In other words, almost as many inmates have escaped per 
month since April 1951 as escaped per year prior to that date. Completion 
of detention facilities, including the three solitary confinement cells, in 
November, 1952, alleviated the escape problem somewhat. However, in the 
30 days that have passed since commencement of this investigation, 15 
boys have escaped, according to information reaching the committee. 


There is no definite parole program in effect at the Industrial School. 
Neither the inmates nor their parents have any idea at the time of com- 
mitment, or at any time thereafter, of when release or parole may be an- 
ticipated. There is no goal toward which the inmate may work through 
good behavior, no merit system for inmates which would, as a penalty for 
misbehavior, delay the date of parole, and accelerate the parole date for 
good behavior. 


Although both the superintendent and the assistant superintendent are 
trained in counseling and casework, they devote practically none of their 
time to those activities. The principal effort in that field is by the psychi- 
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atric social workers of the Mental Hygiene Clinic stationed in Billings who 
make weekly visits to the school. Not all of the inmates have had psychi- 
atric examination and few receive treatment. Commendable religious coun- 
seling is furnished by various church representatives. The school files show 
no evidence of counseling or casework by other agencies. 


No system has been instituted for acknowledging receipt of mail and 
packages from parents and friends of the inmates. Although the inmates 
are encouraged to write to their homes, actual compliance is not required. 
Letters from parents and also judges to the institution have not been an- 
swered and parents, not having heard from their sons nor having a reply 
to written inquiry, have been forced to telephone the school for information. 


While looking through one of the cottages, an example of supervisory 
failure occurred before two of the committee members. The assistant super- 
intendent asked the cottage father how the laundry service was doing and 
if he had enough pajamas for all the boys. To the complete surprise of 
the assistant superintendent, the answer was that they do not use pajamas 
there anymore, have not done so for several months, as the boys would 
tear them up and could not be restrained from doing so. 


In this same cottage, bolts had been removed from most of the beds 
so that they were rickety and shaky. The house father stated that the 
boys would take the bolts out again as fast as the beds were repaired. 
He was not overly concerned regarding the situation, and was doing 
nothing to correct or prevent it. 


KITCHEN 


Serving meals in a central dining room in place of the former prac- 
tice of eating in the separate cottages is a marked improvement, and should 
be continued. The committee arrived unannounced for breakfast the first 
day at the school, and found the kitchen organization functioning in an 
orderly fashion, with the quality and quantity of the food satisfactory. 
Recognizing use of an old carpentry shop converted into a central dining 
area, the committee realized the limitations in making it more attractive. 
It was observed, however, that more rigid supervision over the cleanliness 
of the interior is necessary, both from the sanitary standpoint and as a 
morale factor. There is no regular health or medical inspection of the 
food handlers. 


EDUCATION 


In determining the general quality and e‘ficiency of the grade and 
high school classes taught at the Industrial School, the committee must of 
necessity rely on the accreditation reports of the Office of Public Instruc- 
tion, and the recommendations of the State High School Supervisor. How- 
ever, it is readily apparent even to the casual observer that the success 
or failure of the classroom program is dependent upon the attitude and 
morale of the entire institution. 


The compulsory school laws of the state are followed in determining 
if a boy shall attend school or not. Attendance figures are low at present 
due to the relatively low population (76) of the school. There are 48 
boys enrolled in school, the balance being assigned to the work program. 

Including the principal, and the athletic director, the school employs 
five full-time teachers plus one part-time music instructor. Their salaries 
are slightly below the state average. 


If the population of the Institution should increase considerably, the 
need for additional classroom space would become acute. The immediate 
need, however, is for modern text and library books, science and laboratory 
equipment. These items are included in the budget requests now before 
the Appropriations Committee. 


The physical appearance of the school building is only fair, with the 
exception of one classroom, where the industry of the teacher, coupled 
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with the assistance of the boys, had made her room a shining model of 
what the remainder of the school building could and should be. It seemed 
to the committee that work details composed of the boys themselves could 
be used here as elsewhere in the Institution, to give the building a good 
house cleaning, and maintain it in a much higher state of orderliness 
and repair. 


VOCATIONAL TRAINING 


The class program schedule lists the following given as credit courses 
in vocational areas: Auto, Shop, Dairy, Farm, Carpenter Shop, Home 
Economics, and Cooking. The last two mentioned, Home Ec. and Cook- 
ing, are not being conducted as credit classes at present, though a few 
of the boys working in the kitchen are receiving some practical training 
under the cook’s supervision. Inspection of the remainder of the Vocational 
Training program revealed very little being accomplished, though for the 
most part, facilities and equipment are adequate. There seemed to be a 
lack of direction and purpose in this department, which should be the busiest 
and most enterprising of the entire institution. 


The Auto Shop, well equipped and supplied, had a few projects under- 
way, and seemed to be under able managment. Unquestionably, this is 
the high spot in the vocational training area, but even here, the committee 
feels that much more could be done in laying out work for the boys and 
keeping them occupied with it. 


More attention should be given to the long established and proven prin- 
ciples of teaching by explanation, demonstration and application, whereby 
the class work instruction can be completely tied in with the practical 
work. 


In spite of the full line of hand tools and power equipment, the visible 
accomplishment in the Carpentry Shop was almost nil, with no evidence 
of any individual or group activity, or, for that matter, any instruction. 


At various times, groups of boys under supervision, have contributed 
to the upkeep of the physical plant. Repair and maintenance has been 
used to some extent as practical vocational training. As examples, the 
boys have assisted in rewiring the dairy barn; poured a concrete base 
for the new smokestack; built a brick pump house; and constructed a small 
addition to one of the cottages. These projects are commendable but are 
only a fraction of what could be done in this line, with small cost to the 
State, and enormous value to the boys. The task of repairing and main- 
taining all parts of the physical plant by this means would seem a great 
challenge to an administrator who wanted to prove the therapeutic value of 
constructive work as a primary means of rehabilitation. 


Mention is made on page 4, Biennial Report of the Local Executive 
Board of the Montana State Industrial School for the period July 1, 1950 
to June 30, 1952, of several other areas of vocational training not necessarily 
courses for credit. Undoubtedly, some of those listed do exist to a limited 
degree, but some of those listed, the Committee found, nonexistent. For 
instance, no canning of garden produce is being done at present. The school 
possesses a canning unit, which, though not modern, nor fully equipped, 
could be put in operation to do the job satisfactorily. However, the present 
administration has discontinued its use, stored it outside by the meathouse, 
and this year had a local locker plant quick-freeze and place in storage any 
produce the school could not immediately consume. 


With reference to laundering as vocational training, it is true that com- 
plete laundry service is provided by boys working under supervision, but 
it should also be pointed out that the laundry detail is not a class in the 
normal sense of the word, but is used exclusively as a punishment, or 
“security” detail. 


In short, the department of vocational training, which holds unlim- 
ited possibilities for rehabilitation and adjustment, is not doing the job, 
and stands as a glaring weakness of the present school administration. 
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There is an implication that vocational training has never been well 
developed at the institution and the present superintendent expounds 
upon his inspiration for increasing the range of vocational training. The 
fact is that in recent years the institution has abandoned the following 
Sea ay cannery, shoe repair, tailor shop, weaving, printing and leather- 
cratt. 


Included in the vocational course are Farm and Dairy classes. The com- 
mittee saw none of the actual class-room work but did inspect thoroughly all 
other phases of the Farm and Dairy program. Since most of this vocational 
work is closely allied to the actual Dairying and Farming, it will be dis- 
cussed further, under the next section. 


FARM AND DAIRY OPERATION 


A detailed description of the farm and dairy can be obtained by re- 
ferring to pages 2 and 3 of the above mentioned Biennial Report. The 
Staff which has direct operational responsibility consists of a farm super- 
visor, a dairy supervisor, both graduates of Montana State College in 
agriculture and animal husbandry, four other full time employees. Boys 
confined at the school provide the balance of the labor needed in the 
different farm and dairy activities. Through a very satisfactory lease 
arrangement, an almost complete line of modern farm machinery is made 
available. 


Through a period of years the farm’s 375 irrigable acres and the 
corresponding productivity have deteriorated until finally the farm showed 
a net operating loss in the fiscal year 1951-52. As an example of the 
inefficiency of the farm, $21,000.00 of feed including hay and concentrates 
was purchased in 1951. In all fairness, the committee wishes to point out 
that the present farm and dairy supervisors have been at the school since 
July, 1951, and June, 1951, respectively, and inherited a definitely disor- 
ganized and non-productive operation. Several witnesses have stated that 
the farm program is on the upgrade, yet granting that this is so, the 
committee still feels that more progress should have been made in this 
direction. 


No definite, concrete farm plan designed to restore the farm and 
garden to a self-sufficient, productive unit has been established. The 
committee was told of vague, sketchy,*plans which had been contemplated, 
or which were going to be worked out some day, but we received no 
evidence to show that such a plan is in existence. It was claimed a huge 
investment in land leveling, fertilizing and drainage is necessary before 
the farm can show good production. Successful neighboring farmers testi- 
fied that improved farming practices, a modest investment, and greater 
effort on the part of farm personnel would bring forth the desired results. 
The present superintendent himself admitted that the farm could be made 
self-sufficient at no great expense. 


The present organization plan pointing out areas of authority for 
the farm and dairy supervisors must be as confusing to them as it is 
to the committee. Their responsibilities have only been indicated to them, 
and one does not have supervision over the other. 


An interesting inconsistency in bookkeeping came to light in the pur- 
chase of two bulls from Missouri for the beef herd in 1952. The State 
Controller informed the committee that the Board of Examiners had pro- 
cessed a claim May 28, 1952 for $1,800.00 for the purchase of three bulls. 
On inspection of the herd, at Miles City, and examination of the bills of 
sale and receipts, it was disclosed that only two animals were purchased, 
the cost still being $1,800.00. Further check of the matter in the Con- 
troller’s office showed that a correct claim had been filed, namely two 
bulls, $1,800.00. The Miles City Range Livestock Experiment Station sold 
proven indexed sires the same spring for $600.00. 
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GARDEN 


In order to show the undeniably poor condition of the garden it is 
only necessary to recite some of the production figures, which the com- 
mittee has received in evidence:

The figures given speak for themselves as far as the garden is con- 
cerned. Moving the garden site last year into a~new location where the 
land needs leveling and has quite high alkaline content has contributed 
to its non-productiveness. The neighboring land on adjoining farms main- 
tains a relatively high production level, so there is no reason to assume 
that the garden at the Industrial School could not do the same. 


To continue, in the fiscal year, 1950-1951, the farm maintained a 
chicken flock of 908 birds which produced 2,891 dozen eggs at a market 
value of $1,879.15. Contrast this with the fiscal year 1951-1952 where a 
flock of 1,305 birds produced a grand total of 396 dozen eggs, at market 
of $198.00. These figures are not compatible with production records of 
any other poultry unit of similar size and type. No production record 
was kept of July 1952 to December 1952. 


BEEF HERD 


At present the beef herd inventory is about 55 Hereford cows, 50 
yearlings, and 45 calves, two registered bulls. Since the school has lost 
the lease on 20,000 acres of Government grazing land north of Terry, the 
herd is confined to only two and one-quarter sections of pasture, with 
estimated carrying capacity of 12 to 15 head per section. The problem 
has been apparent for some time, and admittedly discussed by the ad- 
ministration, and staff members, but no conclusion has been reached, nor 
an attempt made to alleviate the situation. 


DAIRY HERD 


At the time of the committee’s visit to the Industrial School, twenty- 
six of the sixty registered Holstein cows were being milked. The sani- 
tary conditions in the dairy barn appear to be good, but the same cannot 
be said of the care given to the milk cows themselves. Lack of proper 
attention to the problem of manure disposal in the loafing pens almost 
complete lack of straw for bedding have created a situation exactly the 
opposite of what one would find in any well managed dairy. There was 
no attempt at cleaning out these corrals and loafing pens in spite of the 
mild winter, an ample supply of labor, available supervision and power 
equipment. This example of Dairy Management has caused the committee 
to view with considerable doubt the effectiveness of the vocational courses 
offered dealing with this subject. 


Four milking machines are used, with the boys getting practical milk- 
ing experience only by stripping after the machine. A small crew of 
boys not enrolled in the academic department handles the milking and 
keeps the barn clean. Those boys taking the classroom course in dairy 
management act as a relief shift for the regular dairy boys. 


ATHLETICS AND RECREATION 


A full time recreation director is employed to handle the physical 
education program, sports and recreational activity. Testimony received 
states there is not nearly as much of an athletic program as desired, 
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but an enlargement of recreational activities. During the spring of 1952, 
no baseball program was organized due to the lack of a director. The 
present baseball field was plowed last fall with the view in mind of 
fertilizing it, hauling in black dirt, and generally improving it as a 
ball diamond. Plans are to plant it this spring and have it ready for 
use the season of 1954. It was pointed out to the committee that a field 
behind the gym would serve in the meantime. There was one track meet, 
held on Memorial Day, 1952. 


The school fielded its football team in District 4, Class C competition 
as always, last fall, and currently enters its basketball team in the same 
league. The committee witnessed the basketball team in a regularly sched- 
. uled conference game. In addition the information before the committee 
shows an intramural basketball league, a boxing team, and swimming 
as a recreation. 


The present equipment shortage in the athletic department is due 
primarily to the wanton destruction by the inmates of approximately 
$3,000.00 worth of athletic gear during the winter of 1951-52. Locker 
room storage cupboards which previously had never been bothered, were 
broken into. The equipment was then moved to the gym office. Shortly 
thereafter, a group of boys smashed in the door and ransacked the room. 
Later on the gym itself suffered when, during a window breaking epidemic 
about 23 windows were broken. As punishment for the window breaking, 
a whole cottage was restricted from one movie; restricted from one gym 
period; and cost of repairs were assessed the boys who did the damage. 


Boy Scout program which in former years was conducted with marked 
success at the school is completely abandoned. Lack of a leader to push 
the organization is said to be the main problem, although the former 
scout-master is still employed at the school as a house parent, and it 
would seem only a matter of administration to lighten his schedule in 
some other respect so that he could direct this worthwhile activity. 


From all indications, the weak point in the recreational program lies 
in the cottage life of the boys and little evidence was presented to show 
that any of the forms of recreation listed on page 4 of the Biennial Re- 
port 1951-1952 are actually carried out. An attempt has been made to 
encourage a few hobbies, but the efforts have been sporadic, have lacked 
direction, and little has been accomplished. 


The therapeutic value of music cannot be denied. At one time the 
Industrial School had a highly developed music program which included 
individual instruction, practice hours, band, western group, choir and 
radio work. Public appearances were made by the various music groups 
in Miles City and other neighboring towns, thus giving pleasure to both 
the public and the inmates. This activity, terminated shortly after April 
1951, has not been entirely restored. A part time music instructor teaches 
three nights a week and his effort to produce a twenty piece band has 
not yet succeeded. There is no choir, no western group, no radio work. 


CONCLUSIONS 


With respect to discipline and its place in management of the institu- 
tion, no member of the committee suggests or recommends the use of ex- 
cessive forms of corporal punishment. There is no place in any state 
correctional or penal institution for brutality, much less the Montana 
State Industrial School. In fact, complete absence of corporal punish- 
ment would be a desirable goal. This should not, however, be construed 
as absence of punishment or of discipline, both of which are essential. 
If the pendulum of operation of the institution once stood at physical 
brutality, it has now swung to the opposite end of the are. 


Having read many of the modern texts on the operation of institu- 
tions similar to the Montana State Industrial School, the committee feels 
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that the new philosophy should not be repudiated. It has been suggested 
to the committee that the institution needs rigid army discipline. This 
is not true; the new theory with its psychiatric treatment must be util- 
ized for the value that is in it. However, this new doctrine cannot be 
made the dominating influence at the school and above and beyond it there 
must be efficient management and basic discipline. It should be obvious 
even to the devotees of this new approach to rehabilitation that, in order 
for the juvenile delinquent to profit from psychiatric treatment and social 
case work, he must be an inmate and not an escapee. 


From its investigation, the committee feels that the superintendent 
and assistant superintendent, notwithstanding their qualifications in other 
fields, have little executive or administrative ability. This conclusion 
is supported by inspection of the institution and by the testimony re- 
ceived. 


Typical of the lack of executive ability is the table of organiza- 
tion issued by the superintendent during the month of February, 1952, 
and introduced as exhibit E. Also typical is the failure of the superin- 
tendent to promulgate and deliver to his staff and to the inmates rules 
and regulations for the management and operation of the institution, 
standards of discipline for conduct of the inmates, or to do any long 
range planning with respect to the institution’s development. 


Both the superintendent and the assistant superintendent are trained 
and experienced in welfare case work. However, due to the many responsi- 
bilities of administration, they have had practically no time to devote 
to actual treatment of inmates. In other words, the State of Montana has 
not benefited from the services which these two men are qualified by 
reason of training to render. 


The Industrial School needs a superintendent who possesses executive 
ability. Training and experience in child welfare theory and practice will 
not entirely fulfill this need. While the superintendent should possess an 
understanding of boys and should not be inimical to the new doctrine 
for treatment of delinquents, he should above all be able to successfully 
manage the various subdivisions of the school: rehabilitation, education, 
vocational training, business, farming and plant maintenance. 


The present ills of the school can be solved by neither legislative 
appropriations and new buildings, nor by speeches to service clubs and 
women’s groups. Ordinary cleanliness, neatness, order, efficiency in 
operation, staff and inmate morale are administrative problems. Cer- 
tainly the legislature cannot be expected to make increased appropriations 
until these problems are met through competent management. 


The school has other needs. A building should be constructed as soon 
as possible to connect with the present kitchen, containing mess hall and 
offices on the ground floor, offices and employees quarters on the second 
floor but without basement. (The high water table and alkilinity of 
the soil in Miles City makes basements impractical.) The appropriation 
for the ensuing biennium should include salary for night surveillance of 
those dormitories presenting problems of mob rule and sexual perversion. 


Has the present superintendent had a fair chance? Perhaps not to 
fully prove the value of internal over external discipline, but certainly 
he has had in one year and three months ample opportunity to show his 
ability to manage, to establish cleanliness, order and a basic discipline 
in the school. He cannot be fairly criticized for failure in the field of 
rehabilitation but he can be criticized for the appearance of the boys 
and the school, for the lack of discipline, for the lact of management. 


Nothing contained in this report should be construed as a suggestion 
for re-employment of Mr. Carl Horn. As noted above, the committee made 
no effort to re-try the Horn case or to impeach the conclusions of the 
State Board of Education from its April 1951 hearing. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. There should be discipline sufficient to produce cleanliness and 
neatness of the inmates, and a respect by the inmates both toward the 
staff and toward each other. 


2. All buildings should be constantly maintained in a clean and or- 
derly condition. 


3. The Farm and Institution grounds should be put in order, using 
inmate labor, with particular emphasis on the following: 


(a) cleaning of corrals, pens and barns, 
(b) eliminating trash around and in buildings, 
(c) repairing fences, 


(d) eventual cleaning and consolidation of dump grounds. 


4. The beef herd should be eliminated, either by transfer to other 
institutions or through sale. Heifers, steers and dry cows from the dairy 
herd can be finished as beef. 


5. Vocational training should be placed on a sound, practical basis, 
with the resumption of the vocational courses previously abandoned. 
Hand milking is vocational training and should be reinstituted. 


6. The Local Executive Board should include two successful local 
farmers experienced in irrigated farming. 


7. The keeping of proper farm records. 


8. Proper steps should be taken to return the Industrial School Farm 
to its former producitivity, including land leveling, crop rotation, approved 
irrigation methods and drainage. 


9. Personnel should be selected with care, upon the basis of good 
moral character, qualifications for the specific position and geniune in- 
terest in boys. 


10. There should be a definite plan and program for repair, main- 
tenance, and improvement of the physical plant, including such items 
as plumbing, heating, wiring, and the location of future buildings. 


11. Construction of a new two story building on the site of the old 
Cottage “‘A” to provide dining hall, administrative offices, reception room 
for parents and employees’ quarters, with no basement or bowling 
alley as shown on architect’s plan. 


12. Connection of the Industrial School with the municipal water 
system of Miles City, Montana, should be considered. 


13. The superintendent should carefully investigate mob rule and 
sexual perversion reported at the institution and should take proper 
steps to eliminate these conditions, including segregation and such night 
surveillance as may be necessary. 


14. Semi-annual visits should be made to the Industrial School by the 
State Board of Education or a designated subcommittee. There should be 
thorough examinations and not “conducted tours.” The Local Executive 
Board should visit the school frequently enough to be constantly aware 
of its conditions and problems. 


15. A workable table of organization carefully delegating areas’ of 
authority and responsibility should be adopted. All farm and dairy opera- 
tions should be placed under one head. 
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16. For the best interests of the Industrial School, the committee 
recommends the selection of a new superintendent.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following reports were submitted to the House by the special 
Committee appointed to investigate the State Training School at Boulder, 
and by the special Committee appointed to investigate the Montana State 
Hospital at Warm Springs. The reports were adopted, and the Speaker 
thanked the committees and discharged them from further duties. 


To the President of the Senate and to the Speaker of the House: 


We, of the special committee of the House and Senate appointed to 
investigate the State Training School at Boulder, pursuant to motion 
adopted by the House and Senate on January 18, do respectfully report 
as follows: 


As a result of extensive hearings and visit to the State Training School 
at Boulder we found in regard to administration every evidence of com- 
petence. 


The interior of all buildings were clean and in nearly all cases freshly 
painted. Buildings in every case were orderly and demonstrated regular 
and thorough housekeeping. In every particular we were satisfied that 
the superivision of the physical plant was excellent. 


Inmates showed evidence of care in that their clothes were in good 
repair; were neat and clean, and were fitted to the individual’s needs. 


There was no evidence which we could discern of any mistreatment. 
Inmates in every case seemed willingly responsive to suggestions and 
directives of the attendants and nurses. All of the hundreds we saw evi- 
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denced respect and admiration for all those who were in charge of the 
various activities of the school. 


We found in personal conferences with individual employees a very 
high degree of loyalty to the Administrator and what appeared to be unusual 
understanding of the methods and aims of the Administrator. In each case 
where we were able to observe the activities of the school the employees 
seemed fully competent and capable of handling their jobs. 


Information was immediately available each time where we made in- 
quiries on specific subjects, whether it was on the Administrative office 
or the ranch operation. 


As an indication of the high morale of the group of employees, we 
may cite the fact that there is an extremely low turn-over in employment. 


It may be suggested that there is a shortage of attendants and in 
one or two of the highly trained personnel such as psychologists and various 
specialists. However, we were informed by Dr. Westwell that this short- 
age was due to a shortage of housing rather than to a lack of money 
supplied by the appropriation. This shortage of attendants and professional 
personnel is rather serious and should be remedied. 


We found that the statutory figure set as the relative contribution for 
maintenance if inmates was 50c per day and that the actual cost of main- 
taining inmates slightly exceeded $2.00 per day. For this reason members 
of the Senate committee have introduced a measure to change the figure 
of the relative contribution to not to exceed $2.00 per day. 


We found that the maintenance of the building interiors was excel- 
lent. The outside maintenance has been neglected and a continuing pro- 
gram should be instituted to take care of this lack. However, criticism for 
this should not be directed at the present Supervisor. 


Wiring in some of the buildings seems to be inadequate and dangerous, 
as did the lack of fire escape facilities in some of the buildings. Reference 
to the reports in the files in the office of the State Fire Marshal will con- 
firm our findings in this respect. 


Referring to the state statute for required floor space in buildings of 
this institution, we find that there is a statutory capacity for only 380 
inmates. The Administration has been forced to ignore our statutes to 
the extent that there are crowded into this institution at present 551 
inmates. With a school population of the type confined at Boulder, such 
overcrowding is extremely undesirable and dangerous. 


There are at present over 200 on the waiting list for admission and 
this list grows at the rate of ten names per month. 


An extension of the national figures for mental deficiency indicates 
that this institution should be prepared during the next ten years to accom- 
modate from 1,000 to 1,500 patients. It should be emphasized here, that 
of those who enter this institution, a maximum of 19% are capable of being 
trained to such an extent that they will become self-supporting. With 
the mentally deficient this is by necessity a very slow process and the length 
of stay of these patients is in most cases very extended. 81% of those 
admitted will spend the rest of their lives in the institution. 


We mention this to indicate the necessity for increased capacity. 


Two years ago an investigation was made of this institution by the 
United States Public Health Service and their recommendations included 
changes, improvements and new buildings which would cost about ten 
million dollars. : 


It was suggested to this committee that the institution at Twin 
Bridges which is at present not fully utilized, might be used for an im- 
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mediate relief for a part of the excess population at the training school 
and to help reduce the waiting list for this institution. 


This committee investigated this possibility at considerable length. 
However, it is our opinion that this suggestion is impractical. We found 
that the Administration at Boulder and Twin Bridges, as well as the 
other organizations involved in this particular phase of child welfare, 
agreed that there should be no mingling of the types of children who 
have been committeed to these two institutions. 


We find that an excessive amount of remodeling would be required 
for this change and that if the institution at Twin Bridges were to be used 
to take the overflow population from Boulder it would require the building 
of a new institution to accommodate the present population at Twin 
Bridges. 


We also find ourselves involved in the question of the desirability 
of the foster home program as opposed to that of an orphan’s home pro- 
gram—a question which we did not feel it was our responsibility to pursue 
to a conclusion. 


As a result of our consultation and the hearings we have had, and 
evidence we have collected, it is our opinion that the recommendation of 
the committee on mental health proposing the construction of the fol- 
lowing buildings be accepted: 


1 100 bed dormitory for low level males...................... $325,000 
1 100 bed dormitory for low level females.................. 325,000 
Furnishings for the above 
1 50 bed dormitory for the school type boy................ 250,000 
1 50 bed dormitory for the school type girl................ 250,000

Our findings are that this is a minimum program. For this reason we 
endorse House Bill No. 251, a referendum to be submitted to the voters at 
the 1954 general election, providing for a building program at Boulder 
to include the above recommendations in the amount of $2,500,000. 


We would further recommend that if it is at all possible the appro- 
priation committee regard the following as immediate necessities for this 
institution and in the following order of priority: 


1 Dormitory to house 100 boys of low grade mentality at a cost of 
$325,000. 

1 Dormitory for girls of low grade mentality to house 100 at a cost 
of $325,000. 

1 Ranch Dormitory which will house approximately 80 of the older 
men and boys who can find profitable employment either as pro- 
ducers for the institutions or as a training place before they are 


discharged to become self-supporting -................22----.2..--000------- $60,000. 
1 Employees’ building to house the additional employees, the need 
for which we have noted before in this report...................... $200,000. 


If the Appropriation Committee finds funds available for any of the 
above projects, of course this amount should be deducted from the proposed 
Bond Issue. 
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Late in our investigation it was called to attention that there was 
vacant a 125-bed Indian hospital at Lame Deer, Montana. We suggest 
that the legislative assembly set up some agency to negotiate with the 
Federal Government to determine the feasibility of renting this building 
as a temporary measure to accommodate a part of the waiting list now 
existing for admission at Boulder. 


Inasmuch as dangerous overcrowding exists in the training school and 
the waiting list is increasing at the rate of ten a month, we feel it is very 
important that every possible expedient be explored which may afford 
immediate relief.

We, the undersigned House Investigating Committee on the State Hos- 
pital at Warm Springs, Montana in compliance with your request of Janu- 
ary, 19538, do herewith present to you the following compiled results of 
our inquiry for facts relating to the maintenance, operation and needs of 
the above mentioned institution. 


We, in cooperation with a like committee appointed by the Senate, 
personally visited the Hospital at Warm Springs, Montana, conducted a 
tour of inspection, by subcommittees, of the several departments of the 
institution and interviewed the following department heads and personnel 
individually: 


Dr. Robert, Spratt, Hospital Superintendent 
C. L. Harrington, Business Manager 
Harris, Farm Manager 

And others. 


An audit of the institution’s books is now in progress. 


We further divided our committee, in conjunction with the House 
committee, into subcommittees of two each, namely, hospital, building, 
farm. Each thoroughly interrogated attendants and employees for facts 
pertinent to each department (present as well as past).

We, the farm subcommittee, Representative Nixon and Senator Win- 
ters, have personally conducted a tour of the ranch and noted the results 
of operation of varied projects such as dairy, poultry plant, hog operations 
and storage, distribution of ranch production, and render the following 
observations: 


The dairy seems to be operated in a workmanlike manner. Cleanliness 
and efficiency as a general rule is the major object. Records have been 
accurately kept on all projects, to-wit: 


DAIRY 


Production per unit as well as total. 
Records as to amount of distribution to each hospital unit. 
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Breeding and available replacement to herd. 


Number of non-producing units disposed of via fattening pens and 
converted into beef for institution. 


Records of inspection of plant by State Livestock Sanitary Board. 


Board has power to inspect and suggest but no authority to compel 
or enforce recommendations in state institutions as is the case in private 
plants. 


Records that show quantities of consumed milk pasteurized. 


Quantities of milk being converted to cheese and butter, for institu- 
tion consumption. 


Records of all feed consumed by herd and analysis thereof. 


The discrepancy of wages at the Hospital in comparison to other cus- 
todial institutions is obvious. For instance: 


Superintendent at Hospital $785.00 per mo. 
Warden at State Prison 416.00 per mo. 
Business Manager at Hospital 500.00 per mo. 
Business Manager at Prison 285.00 per mo. 
Farm Manager at Hospital 420.00 per mo. 
Farm Manager at Prison 275.00 per mo. 
Common labor, such as milkers and guards: 

At the Hospital 220.00 per mo. 
At the Prison 165.00 per mo.

From a point of actual number of females farrowing to actual 
number bred, is very disappointing and is a doubtful sound 
financial enterprise. 

Present infection of ground and herd, obvious reason. 

Records of Livestock Sanitary Board makes this available. 

Pork is now being purchased for the institution, on contract. 


Time being limited we did not break down the institution’s ranching 
operations as fully as desired. But to the greater extent actual operations 
are reasonably good. We do find, however, that records are not complete 
insofar as to actual acreage planted to specific or certain crops and acreage 
harvested. (Sample report rendered). 


This is a necessary procedure in a private enterprise to ascertain 
profitable operations. 


We feel that like procedure be furnished the State for like comparison 
usages. 


Some farm records are attached, others will be filed, as compiled, 
with the Secretary of the Senate. 


We offer as a summarization: 


Whereas the various institutions are offered and maintained for the 
betterment of society and rehabilitation of the inmates, tending toward 
making better citizens, and realizing that practice of actual operations 
is the only means of employing unrestful inmates and the means of actually 
learning of trades for their livelihood, upon release; and 


Whereas said institutions are state institutions supported by every tax- 
paying citizen of the state, we deplore the pressure brought by any or- 
ganized group to prevent use of inmates in the construction or repair of 
capital investment projects of any institution financed by appropriations 
of public funds. 


We also deplore the present practice of employing relatives of elected 
high state officials to fill responsible key positions at any state institu- 
tion, or the awarding of franchises or contracts to furnish commodities at 
said institutions such as the present gasoline contract at the State Hospital 
at Warm Springs. We realize these situations could be legal and without 
contamination but the casual reaction to the public is detrimental. 


If the state is to continue in the ranching business we believe a co- 
ordinated ranch program between all custodial institutions is imperative 
as to proposed necessary production and where anticipated consumption 
of edible commodities are concerned. 


NIXON (House)

We, your subcommittee on buildings of the Legislative committee to 
investigate the State Hospital at Warm Springs, hereby report: 
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1. Many of the recommendations made by the Assistant State Fire 
Marshal covering his inspection in September 1951, have not been acted 
upon. 

2. There is still a lack of adequate fire escapes and the doors opening 
on some of the escapes open inward. 


3. On some buildings wooden balconies with wooden stairs leading 
to the ground are classified as fire escapes. 


4. Wooden stairways are still in use in many of the buildings with 
no evidence of fire proofing. 


5. Toilet and bath facilities are entirely inadequate for the number 
of patients. 


6. Lights and appliances are operated from extension cords instead of 
approved outlets. 


7. We note with concern the item of $75,000 for a warehouse in the 
1953-54 budget. 


8. There is a great lack of housing facilities for additional doctors 
and trained nurses. 


9. Tubercular patients are in a building which houses non-tubercular 
patients. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. We recommend that in the future, provision be made in the first 
yudget requests following the inspection of the State Fire Marshal to carry 
sut his recommendation, as such recommendations are made to prevent 
possible loss of lives of ‘the helpless and semi-helpless patients. 


2. We recommend that before $75,000 is allowed for a warehouse, 
hocane facilities be completed for the required number of doctors and 
nurses, as care of patients and their possible rehabilitation is the first 
consideration. 


3. We recommend that tubercular patients be housed in a building 
used entirely for that purpose. 


4, We recommend that the State Fire Marshal be given authority to 
enforce his safety recommendation in all State buildings. 


5. We recommend that before additional funds are appropriated for 
expansion for the Home for Senile Aged at Lewistown, a very thorough 
study be made of the entire question of the care for senile aged. We be- 
lieve the State is starting a system of duplication of custodial functions 
which could ultimately lead to a larger institution at Lewistown with a 
larger staff than will be at Warm Springs. Requests will no doubt be 
made for employee housing, staff housing and increased facilities of all 


kinds.

SUBCOMMITTEE REPORT ON ADMINISTRATION FACILITIES 
AT WARM SPRINGS 


Our subcommittee, composed of Representative Omholt and Senator 
Yaliton, investigated the general conditions and the administration facili- 
cies of the State Hospital at Warm Springs, Montana. We inspected every 
building at the institution occupied by the inmates. We found the con- 
dition of the inmates to be good. In our opinion they were amply clothed 
and fed. The buildings were warm and comfortable. At the time of our 
inspection there were 1,865 patients, 87 of whom were children. 


We found facilities in the children’s ward to be overcrowded. This is 
a newer building, with a capacity of approximately 60 children, but there 
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are now 87 living in it. The children were being cared for by 4 attendants. 
It was their duty to keep the children clean and comfortable, and to see 
that they do not harm themselves, and also to carry on such training as 
was possible. It should be noted at this point that the children’s program 
at Warm Springs is directly related to that of the institution at Boulder. 
The Superintendent at Warm Springs pointed out to us that they had 
several children in their hospital over the age of six, who should be sent 
to Boulder to secure necessary child training. However, overcrowded con- 
ditions at the institution at Boulder, where there were over 200 children 
on the waiting list for admission, prevent transferring the children at Warm 
Springs to the Boulder institution. 


The children’s ward at Warm Spring's was clean and we were informed 
_ that this was scrubbed on an average of 4 times a day and disinfected at 
the time of scrubbing. Despite the scrubbing and disinfecting operations, 
there was an unpleasant odor in the children’s ward, which we believe could 
be reduced through proper ventilation and air conditioning facilities. 


Conditions in the men’s wards were quite good, considering the lim- 
ited space available. In several of these buildings, there is a condition of 
overcrowding. Present conditions require the crowding together of inmates 
which is not desirable. In talking to the attendants, we found them to be 
courteous and helpful. We interrogated several attendants as to their per- 
sonal background and training. In their opinions they found no fault in 
the handling of patients, and we could not detect any evidence of abuse 
of patients. 


In the ladies’ wards we found overcrowded conditions in some of the 
buildings, particularly in the old cottages, which still are in use. How- 
ever, in the new: buildings, housing many of the ladies, we found a com- 
fortable and attractive atmosphere. In one of the new buildings, the at- 
mosphere was more like a girls’ dormitory, the surroundings were bright 
and cheerful and very conducive to successful treatment. All of these 
inmates in the new building reflect these cheerful conditions and were 
doing some very fine work in sewing and other hand crafts. Nurses and 
student nurses were helpful in answering our questions, and again in the 
ladies’ buildings we found no evidence of abuse of patients. 


We would like to note at this time the important relationship between 
the home for senile at Lewistown, Montana, and the State Hospital at 
Warm Springs. From time to time certain patients at Warm Springs 
will reach such a state cf improvement that they can be transferred to 
Lewistown, and likewise it is possible in the future that a few of the 
residents at Lewistown may require treatment at the State Hospital at 
Warm Springs. Because of the close relationship between the two institu- 
tions, and because of the limited housing facilities at Lewistown, we 
strongly urge that this legislature favorably consider certain legisla- 
tion, which is being introduced at this session, and which has been recom- 
mended by the Commission on Reorganization. This legislation will pro- 
vide that admission to the home for the Senile at Lewistown can only be 
granted upon recommendations by the Superintendent of the State Hos- 
pital at Warm Springs. 


In our inspection of the kitchen facilities, we found that they have 
one of the finest kitchen units we have ever seen. The chef was very 
helpful in our inspection. We looked at the menus and inspected the 
food being served the day of our inspection, and in our opinion, the food 
was very savory, of ample quantity and beneficial to the residents. We 
were informed all patients, unless prohibited by their medical require- 
ments, were receiving a pint and a half of milk daily. The kitchen was 
very clean. We did, however, discover that in the transportation of the 
food from the central kitchen to all of the wards in the institution, there 
were no food handling carts to keep the food warm. The management 
of the hospital has recommended that food handling carts be secured, 
and we heartily concur in their recommendation. 
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Upon our inspection of the bakery, we found this to be a very clean 
and modern plant. 


In our inspection of the Commissary of this institution, we found 
a condition of bad warehousing. This, we do not believe, is the fault of 
the management, but is due to the lack of a central warehouse. At the 
present time food and supplies for the institution are kept in some 14 
separate buildings. With respect to the operations of the commissary, we 
wish to direct your attention to the audit recommendations which are in- 
cluded as additional material in this report. We recommend that a regular 
audit of the Commissary be made from time to time. Some criticism has 
been leveled at the policy of giving employees of the institution the right 
to buy certain limited amounts of supplies from the commissary. We 
believe this privilege should not be abused and we approve the present 
method of limiting employees to a reasonable purchase limit during each 
month. To completely eliminate purchase privileges of employees at the 
commissary would be to work a hardship on some of these employees who 
reside at Warm Springs, which is a little isolated, by several miles, from 
the nearest town. 


In regard to bookkeeping records, we wish to emphasize that a central 
and standard procedure should be maintained throughout the state in a uni- 
form manner. It has been the practice in the institution at Warm Springs 
for a new business manager to set up his own bookkeeping system. This, 
we believe, should be taken care of by proper law and authority. 


Several tubercular patients from Galen, who require additional medi- 
cal treatment in the state hospital at Warm Springs, are placed in a 
ward in the hosptial. When facilities permit, we would recommend that 
these patients be segregated insofar as possible from the other patients. 
We especially recommend also, that any garbage or refuse from this ward 
be destroyed. 


We found that the garbage from the institution was being fed to the 
hogs that they have on their farm. It is our recommendation that this 
garbage be cooked before being fed to the livestock. 


An objection to the present method of sewage disposal in the state 
hospital was filed with committee. It is our recommendation that the 
problem of sewage disposal be given serious consideration, with a view to 
eliminating the possibility of pollution and contamination in their farms 
and communities. 


In our general inspection of the state hospital, we noted a close and 
friendly relationship existing between the Superintendent and the inmates. 
We also observed the genuine interest in the welfare of the patients 
on the part of many of the staff, the nurses and attendants. This, we 
believe is most commendable. 


In regard to general employees, we were informed that there is now 
a waiting list of people seeking employment. However, it was also called 
to our attention that in the past this condition has not always existed. At 
times there has been a drastic shortage of any competent help. 


In our tour of the premises, we noted that several of the practical 
nurses had received training in practical nursing at the Montana State 
College. We also understand that certain nursing courses are carried on 
at the state institution at Warm Springs for the training of attendants. 
We feel that both of these are very desirable, and we wish to commend 
both the management and the employees for their interest in such train- 
ing program. 


The training of student nurses at the state hospital in Warm Springs 
is very desirable. It not only provides valuable training for the student 
nurses, but is of much assistance in the operation of the institution. 
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We recommend that the members of this legislature give serious con- 
sideration to certain measures pertaining to commitment procedures. This 
legislation has already been introduced. 


The general condition of the patients as to personal appearance is 
good. The men receive regular haircuts and are cleanly shaven. We under- 
stand that all residents receive at least one bath each week. In the ladies’ 
ward we observed this same general appearance. 


In general the welfare of the patients in the state hospital is closely 
related to the physical facilities, the adequacy of medical staff and the 
proper number of trained employees. Certain problems were called to the 
attention of this committee, which we feel can only be solved by having a 
suitable number of employees in attendance. The matter of segregation 
’ between certain ages and various types of patients is a most important 
one. The problem of segregation can not be solved when overcrowded 
conditions are present. Proper treatment and proper care of patients is 
extremely impossible under certain overcrowded conditions now existing in 
the institution at Warm Springs. 


The Superintendent at Warm Springs called our attention to the prac- 
tice now followed in the hospital there of calling in medical specialists from 
other cities to perform certain specialized operations when necessary. We 
believe this to be a very desirable practice. 


The Superintendent informed us that he now has a total of five med- 
ical doctors. In the interest of better treatment and care of patients, I 
believe that a minimum of from three to five more doctors should be 
added to the staff. We were also informed that there are now ten regis- 
tered nurses serving the needs of nearly 1,900 patients on a 24 hour basis. 
The Superintendent states the institution should have from five to seven 
more registered nurses. 


At present there are approximately 300 practical nurses and other at- 
tendants working with the patients on the basis of an 8 hour day and a 
40 hour week. The average age of patients in the institution is between 
60 and 65 years. Due to the disabilities of old age, the physical and mental 
requirements of the patients, a great deal of personal attention and assist- 
ance on the part of the attendants and nursing staff is required. The 
improvement and welfare of these patients is directly related to an ade- 
quate staff. At present there is one qualified recreational and occupational 
supervisor, who is a licensed physiotherapist. This man is in charge of 
occupational physiotherapy in the training of patients. The Superintendent 
feels in order to do a good job, two more should be added to the staff of 
this supervisor. At present there is one licensed psychiatric social worker. 
The Superintendent feels that two more are needed in the interest of 
proper treatment. 


We were informed that in order to secure proper medical and nurs- 
ing personnel, it is necessary to provide for them, both adequate housing 
and salary. Trained personnel of this type is much in demand in other 
state hospitals, in private hospitals, and very attractive inducements are 
offered them in the Federal services.

As requested in your letter of January 16, 1953, and as authorized by 
you as Chairman of the above committee per resolution of the Senate,

January 8, 1953, we have made a survey of the books and records of the 
above institution. 


Your letter authorized us to perform an audit of the farm, commissary 
and administration. However, as we explained to you in the interview 
prior to your letter, it would be impossible for us to perform a detailed 
audit at this time of the year and on such short notice. We, therefore, 
agreed to make only a survey of the accounts and give you what infor- 
mation we could in the limited length of time available. | 


Any accounting control is only as good as the personnel handling 
it and any accounting system is only as good as the checks and balances 
within that system. Our investigation was directed primarily to the pro- 
cedures followed and to test the compliance with these procedures. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Dr. R. J. Spratt, superintendent, is responsible for the medical and 
administrative operations. An assistant superintendent, Mr. C. L. Harring- 
ton, who has been with the institution for approximately two and one-half 
years, is in charge of the hospital administration. He has directly under 
him Mr. J. J. Mulholland, office manager, who in turn supervises an 
accountant and other office personnel totaling approximately 138 people, 
exclusive of a 24-hour shift of telephone operators. 


The general office functions include keeping the general books, 
handling the payroll, accounting for patients’ deposits, processing claims 
and other clerical work, and the activities of the registrar’s section. 


GENERAL BOOKS: 


The general books are kept as prescribed under State law and are 
checked by the field man of the State Controller’s office approximately 
three times each year. 


The general books are balanced each month and a trial balance sub- 
mitted to the Controller’s office, where it is compared with his records 
and a report sent back to the institution showing budget, encumbrances, 
unencumbered balances, ete. 


Although the State law requires the institution to keep only the 
General Ledger, the management has set up a more elaborate set of records 
for certain subsidiary functions include accounting for the farm and rec- 
reation hall operations. The detail records of the inventory for the phys- 
ical plant will be controlled by the general books under the plans now 
being put into operation by the management. 


PAYROLL: 


The payroll is handled by three clerks and is prepared from information 
retained in the employee’s individual pay record. This is compared and 
checked against a time book maintained by each department head. These 
time books are brought down to the time clerk on the 12th of each month 
and are carefully checked against the payroll, which must be prepared 
and forecast for the entire month. It must be mailed to the State Con- 
troller by the 18th of that month to cover the anticipated payroll for the 
current month. This, of course, necessitates a good many changes when the 
payroll is returned. There are between 300 and 400 employees at the insti- 
tution, and it is a burdensome job to make the corrections before issuing 
the warrants when the payroll and the checks are returned. 


All terminations are paid from a revolving fund with state warrants 
but which, unlike the warrants for the regular payroll, are prepared and 
signed at the Warm Springs office. We understand that this procedure is 
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not prescribed by State law, but is the only way terminating employees 
can be paid immediately, which is often essential. This termination or 
contingent payroll, as it is known, is also forwarded to the State Con- 
troller for confirmation. In addition to these two payrolls, a third payroll, 
known as the supplemental payroll, is prepared to cover overtime for the 
current month. 


Terminations have been substantially reduced and totaled only 16 
during the month of December, 1952, as compared with approximately 
35 during the month of January, 1952, and as against a 100 per cent 
turnover for the entire year. However, they still require many adjust- 
ments to the 12th-of-the-month payroll forecast. 


In addition to the records and reports maintained for the payment of 
the employees and to cover the withholding tax requirements for the Fed- 
eral Government, it is also necessary to prepare a monthly report to the 
State Retirement Board. This report is prepared alphabetically and re- 
quires an entire separate payroll accounting operation. This duplication 
could be eliminated if authority could be secured from the Retirement 
Board to accept the report alphabetically, within categories, rather than in 
strict alphabetical order. 


Unnecessary work could be eliminated if the payrolls and the war- 
rants were prepared at the Warm Springs office at the end of each month. 
We suggest that the designated payday would then be on the 10th of the 
following month. The time worked for the month would be correctly and 
completely determined before warrants were prepared. Also, the use of a 
monthly time card for each employee, signed by the employee and his 
department head should be used instead of the time books. The time card 
would then be the basis of the entry on the earnings record and for 
preparation of his warrant. 


This suggestion has been made to the hospital administrative officers 
and we have been assured that it will be given serious consideration. A 
sample of such a time card has been furnished them. 


As salaries paid are the largest single item in the entire appropriation, 
they should be given the greatest attention. This is the feeling of the 
hospital administration and they assure us that they spend a good deal of 
time in checking the time books, individual pay records, sick leave claimed, 
vacation time, etc. This type of check is a valuable safeguard. 


PATIENTS’ DEPOSITS AND MAINTENANCE: 


One set of records is maintained to show the credit balances for 
money deposited by patients, or their relatives, for the patients’ use in 
making small purchases and also the money placed on deposit for other 
purposes, such as guarantee of parolee’s transportation. 


These funds are accounted for separately on the books of the hos- 
pital and deposited with the State Treasurer. This is also the fund used for 
payment of the contingent payroll, as mentioned above. Monthly trial 
balances are taken on this account and checked with the general books. 


A separate accounts receivable card file is maintained for the care 
and maintenance accounts. Certain of the patients pay at the rate of $1.00 
per day and the billing is submitted to their guardians or relatives once 
a month. At the present time, this set of cards is not incorporated in the 
general ledger accounts. We have been assured that such a control will 
be instituted. All such receipts are entered in a receipt book and are 
accounted for in the general books. These monies from care and main- 
tenance are not used by the institution but revert directly to the State 
Treasurer’s General Fund. State law permits collecting only $1.00 per 
day for those who are able to pay. The hospital officials inform us that 
the average cost is from $2.25 to $2.75 per day. 
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CLAIMS AND GENERAL CLERICAL: 


Under this section is the recording of all warrants, claims, the handling 
of purchase orders, other typing, and record keeping, such as the issues 
from the commissary. 


REGISTRAR’S DEPARTMENT: 


As this department does not have a direct tie-in with the accounting 
function, it was omitted from our survey. 


SUMMARY: 


In general, the accounting has been broken down into sufficient de- 
partments to give it good internal control. 


FARMS 


The farm operation is under a farm manager, who has at this time 
seven employees and a number of patients who work part time. The farm 
operation is divided into Dairy, Poultry, Hogs, Field Crops and Garden 
Crops. 


Approximately a year ago, the Assistant Superintendent secured the 
services of a certified public accountant in setting up more complete 
records on the farm operation and the commissary. A system has been 
devised and records are maintained on all of the five phases of the farm 
operation. These records are good and are now being integrated into the 
general books for control purposes. A report was prepared for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1952, showing the farms operating at a net profit 
of $40,970.47. The profit is based on the commercial contract prices for 


produce raised. 
DAIRY: 


The dairy is under a dairy manager, who holds a master’s degree in 
that field. He has kept detailed production and consumption records which 
show that the production average per cow has been raised from 271 pounds 
of butterfat per year two years ago, to 400 pounds this year. The manager 
believes this has been accomplished by a culling of the herd and a proper 
feeding program. The records indicate the 180 cows are now producing 
the same amount of milk as 198 cows did previously. 


All milk is weighed into the milk plant and is again weighed out of 
the milk plant, either as milk or as some by-product. Any shrinkage or 
overage is investigated. All issues to the kitchen or other departments 
are made on signed slips provided for that purpose. These issue slips 
are prepared in duplicate and the duplicate signed by the commissary 
steward and returned to the farm. Another set of issue slips is prepared 
in duplicate by the commissary steward and he, in turn, secures the sig- 
nature of the kitchen supervisor on the duplicate. The original is then 
turned in to the general office and is matched with the duplicate which the 
farm has received and entered in their books. Meat furnished from the 
dairy is handled in the same manner. 


Each month an inventory is prepared from the records of all livestock 
at the beginning of the month, less any decreases plus any increases. The 
resulting end-of-the-month inventory is checked against the actual count. 
Any discrepancy is fully explained. 


POULTRY: 


Poultry is under a poultry manager. The eggs are gathered twice daily 
and a record is maintained of the number and the hen house from which 
collected. The total collections for the day are recorded and a report is 
submitted to the general office at the end of each month. 
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After candling and processing of the eggs, issues are made to the 
commissary on issue slips in the same manner as described for the dairy. 
In all cases, signed copies of these receipts are kept in the files. Poultry 
production at present is about 65 per cent and we are informed that 52 
per cent is about average. Chickens killed and used for meat are accounted 


for by issue slips in the same manner and are handled through the com- 
missary. 


HOGS: 


The physical plant for the handling of hogs is negligible but the 
operation itself is a profitable one according to the records, as the prin- 
cipal hog feed is garbage from the dining rooms. Grain is used to finish 
the hogs for slaughter. All issues of pork are handled through the com- 
missary on signed issue slips in the same manner as described for the 
dairy. Also, an inventory is maintained of the hogs and is adjusted by any 
increase or decrease and any difference between the physical count and this 
record inventory is adjusted and explained. 


During the month of December 1952, an attempt was made to use 
the facilities at Galen. Eleven weaner pigs were lost and the use of the 
facilities abandoned. 


FIELD CROPS AND GARDEN CROPS: 


Field crops and garden crops are maintained as separate departments. 
All production is weighed in by either the farm manager or by the dairy 
manager and is checked either into storage or directly into the commissary. 
A record is maintained of all crops in storage but the farm is not given 
credit for production until the produce is checked out of storage and into 
the commissary for consumption. 


Any shrinkage between the amount checked into storage and out of 
storage is closely watched and accounted for. Any produce fed to live- 
stock is also accounted for in the same manner as though it had gone 
to the commissary. 


To summarize the farm operations from an accounting standpoint, 
better records are now being maintained than can be found in the average 
farm operation and if the present plans for further integrating with the 
general accounting records are followed through, it will give a complete 
accounting picture at all times. 


No sales are made to the general public or directly to employees. 
However, some trading between State institutions is cleared through the 
State Controller’s office. 


COMMISSARY 


The commissary has two main departments, the clothing or dry goods 
department and the grocery or food department. In the grocery or food 
department, recording purchases of items by employees is an important 
part of the accounting job. However, the figures furnished us indicate 
that purchases by employees have decreased since the new wage scale 
went into effect. All wages are now based on a cash figure and all pur- 
chases from the commissary are deducted, with a limitation of $30.00 per 
month on the amount that can be purchased. Complete records are main- 
tained of employees signed purchase tickets, and are credited to the in- 
ventory of the commissary as are issues. Prices charged employees are 
cost plus a 10 per cent mark-up, which, on a volume of $4,400.00 per 
month, would provide a “profit” of $440.00 to offset operating costs. 


A complete record of all purchases by employees is kept on individual 
cards at the commissary office. A list of individual charges is submitted 
to the general office for deduction from the payroll. We have suggested 
that all sales for the day be totaled by the commissary clerk and retained 
as a cumulative control figure for each month. 
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We were assured that no cash sales are made by the commissary. 


In addition to the perpetual inventory cards maintained on all mer- 
chandise, including the dry goods items, the commissary steward maintains 
a receiving record in a bound book in which he enters all merchandise 
received, whether it is from outside vendors or from the farm. 


Dry goods items, such as sweaters, jeans, bathrobes, coats, etc., for 
patients are marked with a stamp “MSH,” in a conspicuous place, and 
no items of this nature are ever sold to employees. We are informed 
that marking of clothing in this manner has eliminated thefts. 


The butcher shop is also supervised by the commissary steward and 
all meat is weighed into the butcher shop and weighed out again and 
accounted for on signed issue slips priced at prevailing market and classified 
as to cuts. These market prices are changed quarterly. 


The suggestions made by the certified public accountant who also 
reviewed the farm records were followed. 


KITCHEN AND DINING ROOM 


The kitchens are under the supervision of a chef and are designated 
as the employees’ dining room and the main kitchen. Separate food costs 
are accumulated for these two operations which show a variation of only 
a few cents per meal. The figures furnished us show that the food costs 
were 21.24 cents per meal for employees and 19.44 cents per meal for 
patients during the month of December. These costs include farm produce 
at market price. The food costs are prepared in the general office from 
the issue slips and issue recaps furnished from the commissary and vVeri- 
fied by reference to purchase orders. 


Names of all employees authorized to eat in the employees’ dining 
room are posted each month and corrected daily. Policing is done by the 
kitchen supervisor and the dining room attendant. 


Requests for food are made to the commissary at least three weeks 
in advance and, in this way, an additional check against the issue slips 
results. 


There is a healthy spirit of competition between the kitchen and the 
farms: The kitchen, to keep the food costs down; the farms, to realize a 
reasonable profit. 


COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
PROCEDURE MANUAL: 


While a number of instructions and procedures have been issued by 
the hospital administration during the last few years, there is no co- 
ordinated set of instructions or manual of administrative and accounting 
procedures. Such a manual is recommended. 


ISSUE SLIPS: 


Commissary issue slips are pre-numbered. However, no accounting has 
been made for these numbers. They have been used merely as references, 
or identification. It is the aim of the accounting office to set up a system 
whereby the numbers will be issued consecutively and accounted for. 


RECREATION BUILDING: 


The employees’ recreation building operation is handled through the 
general books. The receipts are reported each day and deposited in a com- 
mercial bank. A cash register is used. From the register tape, a daily 
report is submitted to the general office. The operation has shown a loss 
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during its entire existence. This could be the result of keeping the foun- 
tain open during periods of the day when there is not enough business to 
show a profit. However, from an employee relations standpoint, it is 
believed by the management to be justified, as the net losses average less 
than $300.00 per month. All foodstuffs issued from the commissary to 
the recreation building fountain and lunch counter are charged at cost. 


We could not find that there were any agencies or activities at the 
institution that were making sales or collecting cash except at the recrea- 
tion building. 


PROPERTY INVENTORY: 


A property inventory system, under a property supervisor has been 
in effect for several years and detailed inventories of all the property in 
each department is maintained both in the property supervisor’s office and 
in each department. Whenever there is a department head change, the 
new department head is checked in with all of the property and the old 
department head relieved of his responsibility. This is accomplished by a 
physical check of the property against the inventory listing. Once a 
year the property supervisor takes a complete physical inventory of all 
properties, including his own independent inventory of the commissary. 
The steward does not participate in this count. Each amount is verified 
against the perpetual inventory cards by the property supervisor. 


At the present time, this property account has not been too carefully 
and completely integrated into the general accounting records. However, 
it is the aim of the hospital management to see that all property is con- 
trolled by the general books. This will be accomplished by the use of 
memoranda between the property supervisor and the general office. It 
will be necessary to reduce the general books property accounts at their 
value on the inventory for any items removed, a procedure that has not 
been followed in the past. 


We feel that our investigation was complete enough to indicate that 
a good accounting procedure has been initiated. The operation of internal 
control as it is now set up should prevent any misappropriation of funds 
or property. Periodic audits should be made to insure the proper func- 
tioning of this system. 


We were given complete cooperation at the hospital during the course 
of this survey. All questions were answered frankly and no apparent at- 
tempt was made to withhold any information.

REPORT OF THE JOINT INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 
TO INVESTIGATE 
THE MONTANA STATE PRISON AT DEER LODGE 


To His Excellency, Governor J. Hugo Aronson, 
Governor of the State of Montana. 


To the Honorable President of the Senate, George M. Gosman. 
To the Honorable Speaker of the House of Representatives, Dean Chaffin. 


The Special Joint Investigating Committee to investigate conditions at 
the Montana State Prison as requested by the Senate on January 8, 1953, 
respectfully report as follows: 


In considering the problems in connection with the State Prison at 
Deer Lodge, your committee has endeavored to survey the situation from 
a realistic viewpoint. It was the opinion of your committee that it should 
not use its limited time in trying to verify or disprove accusations con- 
cerning irregularities which have been current, but rather try to find 
administrative policy weaknesses and suggest the necessary changes 
required to correct the same. 


Your committee gave consideration to the question of general ad- 
ministration under which we briefly reviewed the factors pertaining to 
the internal administration, inmate segregation and classification, rehabili- 
tation and the farm production policy.

In pursuing our investigation, we recognized that the first and most 
important duty of the administration is to provide for the safekeeping of 
the committed inmates for the terms imposed on them or until they are 
legally released. 


The next most important duty is to develop a good rehabilitation pro- 
gram, which will include proper classification, segregation and rehabil- 
itory measures so that the inmates, when released, may take their proper 
place in society as useful citizens. 


The various problems which your committee studied are outlined below: 
1. Physical Plant: 


Your committee viewed the physical plant at the prison which con- 
sists of buildings located on several acres adjoining the city of Deer Lodge. 
The prison buildings are divided by highway U.S. No. 10. The main prison 
building is on the west side of the highway, while the butcher shop, prison 
store, guards’ quarters, warden’s home and administration buildings are 
on the east side of the highway. Included within the walls are the two 
cell blocks, the theater, the hospital, the library, the women’s quarters, and 
the license place factory. Outside the walls on the west side of the high- 
way are two trusties’ bunkhouses and the trusties’ commissary and kitchen, 
and the machine repair shop. 


2. Farm) Property 
(a) State owned: 


The dairy ranch, commonly known as the Valiton ranch, is state owned 
and consists of 210 acres. This property is located south of Deer Lodge and 
the buildings are approximately two miles from the prison. The buildings 
on the property consist of an old type dairy barn, trusties’ living quarters, 
care-taker’s dwelling, two root cellars, poultry quarters and granary. 


The state prison farm consists of 617.77 acres, leased from the State 
Land Board and is the property of the Montana Highway Commission. This 
lease is dated 4/12/43, runs for 10 years at an annual rental of $142.75. 
On this property are the slaughter house, the hog quarters and trusties’ 
living quarters. 


(b) Leased property: 


The main farm property under lease is the Wallace ranch at Jens, 
Montana, which is approximately 25 miles from the prison. This ranch 
consists of 15,000 acres, located in Granite and Powell Counties. This land 
was leased on 4/1/48 for 10 years at an annual rental of $12,000. The state 
receives all production on this property. In addition to the above property, 
there were during the year 1952, leases on nine other farm properties in 
the Deer Lodge valley. Some of these leases were for cash and some were 
on a share basis. All of these leases expire in 1953. 


PHYSICAL PLANT AND ADMINISTRATIVE PROBLEMS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Physical Plant: 


The prison was built to accommodate 400 inmates and is presently 
housing approximately 600 inmates. The new cell block was constructed 
in 1918 and is considered to be in adequate condition. The old cell block 
which can now only be partially used, is obsolete and beyond repair. 


We recommend that consideration be given to replacing the old cell 
block with a dormitory-type housing quarters. On inspecting the culinary 
department, your committee found that refrigeration was obsolete, the 
kitchen and dining room clean but in poor condition. The method of 
serving food is out-dated, since it is all placed on the table before the 
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prisoners are brought into the dining room. Under this system it is im- 
possible to serve hot food. 


We recommend that consideration be given to installing modern refrig- 
eration, replacing kitchen and dining room equipment and installing a cafe- 
teria system of serving food. 


The fact that the creamery, warehouse and prison store, are on the 
opposite side of the highway from the prison, creates a problem because 
the inmates are continually crossing the highway. 


We recommend that consideration be given to enclosing the land 
between the main prison and the Northern Pacific Railroad with a maxi- 
mum custody steel fence and that consideration be given to eventually 
constructing quarters within that area to replace the creamery, ware- 
house, prison store and butcher shop. 


2. Personnel: 


At the present time there are no requirement qualifications for the 
warden of the State Prison, except that under the Constitution of the State 
of Montana, a public officer must have been a resident of the State for 
one year before his appointment. 


We recommend that every effort be made to secure for warden of 
the State prison a man who has demonstrated executive ability through 
successful experience in penal management and penal inmate rehabilita- 
tion. 


Your committee found that of the 52 guards on duty at the prison, 
three are under 40 years of age, five between 40 and 50, twenty-two 50 
and 60 years, 18 between 60 and 70, and 4 are over 70 years of age. The 
ratio of employees to inmates at the prison is 1 to 9%. This compares 
to a ratio of 1 to 5% in our 26 Federal prisons. For the 11 female in- 
mates there was only one elderly matron for the 24 hour period. 


It would appear from the average age of the guards that we are 
attracting only older men who have additional retirement income to sup- 
plement their wages. We recommend that additional guards be hired. 


We further recommend that a personnel program and compensation 
plan be put into effect to attract younger and more efficient men into 
this type of work. 


The culinary department and butcher shop are supervised by inmates. 
The indications are that in these departments there has been a gross 
waste. Our study showed that 281 pounds of meat were produced for con- 
sumption per inmate per year during the past biennium. This total per 
capita of meat consumed compares with 143 pounds national meat con- 
sumption average. 


We recommend that the culinary department and butcher shop be 
placed under civilian supervision. 


In our inspection of the prison store, we found that no cummulative 
records are being kept of the food and other supplies which are sent to 
the various ranches or kitchens for consumption. The accounting records 
of the store are very inadequate. 


We recommend that the warden take immediate steps to set up proper 
accounting system in the prison store; one which will reflect receipts and 
disbursements of food and other supplies. 


It appeared to your committee that the classification of incoming pris- 
oners was inadequate. 


We recommend that a modern system of classification be developed 
by acquiring more adequate past histories of all incoming prisoners. Fur- 
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ther development of the classification system would aid in proper segrega- 
tion of inmates. 


3. Rehabilitation: 


The prison is overcrowded, requiring more than one in some cells—up 
to 75% of the inmates are idle most of the time. Idleness in a prison is 
infinitely worse than idleness in free society. It greatly magnifies custodial 
problems and demoralizes the individual inmate. 


Successful modern prison administration requires more than a pro- 
gram just set up to punish individuals who have violated the laws estab- 
lished to protect society. Modern prison programs must be responsible 
for reforming that percentage of inmates who are not incorrigibles so that 
when they are released they will return to society as useful citizens. 


There is only a limited work program now being carried on within the 
prison. Garments and shoes are made for inmates. A toy repair project, 
some leather work, limited furniture repair and some handicraft work is 
being done. There are 21 inmate clerks that work in the Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles office. 


It is the recommendation of your committee that consideration be 
given to inaugurate in the prison administration a rehabilitation program 
that will minimize inmate idleness and give training that will better pre- 
pare the released prisoner to take his place in society as a useful citizen. 


Legislation proposed in Senate Bill No. 206 would provide the basic 
law under which to establish a penal rehabilitation program. 


FARM OPERATIONS, CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
1. Farm Operations: 


The farm production enterprise has been varied. There are about 
650 Hereford cattle and about 300 Holstein cattle. Feed and grain was 
produced in 1952 on some eleven different farm or ranch units. About 
31,000 bushels of grain, 15,000 bushels of potatoes, 1840 tons of hay, in 
addition to 133,000 pounds of vegetables were produced. The production 
record for the fiscal year ending 6-30-52 showed 105,420 pounds of beef 
and 70,868 pounds of pork and 87,720 gallons of milk. Last year’s total 
farm production was most conservatively valued at $148,704.38. The 1952 
cost of production to the state was $118,717.76. For the past seven year 
period the farm production was conservatively valued at $908,474.98, while 
the cost of production was $579,599.39. The cost of production figures 
included expenditures for capital items. 


Following is a tabulation of production and cost of farm operations 
during the past seven fiscal years:

The beef cattle are Herefords of good to average quality. Good bulls 
are being used. The calf crop is only fair. Feed is adequate. The Wallace 
ranch was leased in 1943 for a ten year period. This has been the main 
base for carrying on the beef cattle operations. The lease on this ranch 
expires March 28th of this year. The beef cows and feed-lot cattle are 
located on this ranch at this time. Calves will be dropping before the 
first of April. An early decision must be made as to the further operation 
of the cattle industry at the prison because if a new location is to be used, 
it will be necessary to move the cow herd sometime in advance of calving. 
It would also be necessary to move the hay located on this ranch which is 
leased by the prison. 


The cattle feeding for slaughter operation has not been maintained 
to get the most efficient production. Cull dairy stock is slaughtered after 
reaching killing condition. Temporarily, utility beef is being purchased to 
enable the establishing of a more efficient meat production program. 
Within three months prison cattle will be in an age bracket suitable for a 
more efficient killing program that can be maintained. 


There was an average of 181 pounds of dressed beef and 100 pounds 
of pork produced per day during the past biennium. This total of 281 
pounds per capita meat consumed compares to the 143 pounds national 
meat consumption average for the same period. The procedure with the 
hogs is to have spring and fall litters from about 60 sows producing 
about 300 pigs. Quarters for the hogs are not desirable. 


The dairy herd are good quality pure-bred Holstein cows, a herd 
capable of considerable higher production under good management. Housing 
quarters are not good. The dairy barn is of the old type used for milking 
only. This is serviceable but the lounging or sheltering quarters for the 
cows as well as the calf shelter is very unsatisfactory. The heating and 
washing facilities for utensils as well as that for the help are not desirable 
judged by any standards. The quarters for help are unsatisfactory. Ad- 
jacent pasture for dairy cows is inadequate but there are possibilities for 
at least materially improving this problem on the state owned premises. 
The dairy herd improvement records of the average annual butterfat pro- 
duction of the past four years for the prison herd are 276 pounds compared 
to 301 pounds for the herd at Twin Bridges, 318 pounds for that at the 
State Hospital and 881 pounds for that at Boulder. With properly bal- 
anced feed rations and a program of more rigid culling, this prison dairy 
herd would produce much more efficiently. 


The guards’ quarters at the dairy are very poor from the standpoint 
of security as well as usability. 


The prison slaughter house has been condemned. It is not sanitary. 
This must be replaced as well as new hog quarters provided. 


A great portion of the hay and grain was produced from share leases. 
A count was made in February, 1952, of the cattle by the Montana Live- 
stock P. C. A. inspector working on orders from the State Controller. 
Again in November, 1952, another count was made by the same inspector 
of the cattle, feed and grain. The cattle tallied out satisfactorily with the 
prior count. The February, 1952, count cannot be satisfactorily reconciled 
with the 1951 inventory tally. 
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In carrying out the farm and livestock operations on some eleven dif- 
ferent units, there has been an unavoidable movement of trusties. The 
operation of scattered ranch and farm units makes it almost impossible 
to supervise the trusties or prison labor with the limited number of guards 
available. Consequently, local residents, with justification, have expressed 
much concern particularly for the safety of their families. The situation 
has been aggravated because from one source or another liquor has gotten 
into the hands of some of the trusties. Rural residents of the valley 
appeared before your committee. They were in general accord in expressing 
their fear for security for their families as well as their property because 
of the liberty granted to trusties. A number stated that the prison farm 
operations were operated at a financial loss and that the prison require- 
ments could be more economically filled by open market purchases. Others 
thought the farm operation should be confined to row crops. It was 
disclosed that prison labor had been used for some outside work set up 
as an emergency where, in some instances, the prison profited in receiving 
commodities in trade. 


2. CONCLUSIONS: 


1. The fear of local residents for their safety as well as the safety 
of their property is justified, due to the lack of proper supervision of 
trusties outside of the walls and due to the scattered farm operations now 
being carried on. 


2. Even with the scattered type of farm operation which greatly 
decreases efficiency and security, the over-all operation is profitable from 
the financial point of view. 


3. With good management, ranch production efficiency could be in- 
creased up to 25% if the present ranch operations were confined to a 
compact unit where adequate security quarters were available. 


4, Adequate reconciliation of cattle and hog disposal, whether for 
consumption, trade or otherwise cannot be made under the present system 
of accounting. 


3. RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. That some form of farm and ranch operation in a confined area 
be continued, limited by the number of minimum custody inmates that can 
be used to advantage and further limited by institutional requirements. 


2. That suitable farm or ranch property be acquired by the state 
in a compact unit which will first permit of sustained agricultural develop- 
ment in a manner that would most adequately provide for the safekeeping 
of the prisoners, thus giving assurance to the public as to their own 
security. 


3. That an experienced, successful agricultural executive with general 
knowledge of farm and livestock operations be obtained to be put in com- 
plete charge of the farm operation. 


4. That the farm manager be bonded and held responsible for securing 
receipts from the commissary manager or from whoever he delivers any 
of the farm products to and that a record of all transactions be kept 
current on forms prescribed by the controller on which monthly statements 
must be filed with the Warden and the controller. 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That a trained civilian supervisor be used in the culinary depart- 
ment, in the commissary and in the dairy department and be held re- 
sponsible for the administration of the department.

4 2. That inmate labor be used to the fullest extent on any building 
or repair work in connection with the operation of the prison. 
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3} That under no consideration should inmate labor be used on any 
private project where the state has no interest. 


4. That during the interim the Legislative Council be directed and 
authorized (a) to make or have made a survey of desirable ranch units 
that might be purchased by the state to be used for the production of needed 
agricultural products; that said council be authorized and directed to 
prepare a report of their findings to the Thirty-fourth Legislative As- 
sembly, setting forth a detailed statement concerning the various units as 
to acreage, productivity, water availability, shelter, conversion costs, and, 
in fact, all information pertinent to the acquisition of such for use as a 
property on which a prison work program could be developed to utilize 
the labor of the minimum security inmates; and (b) to request the con- 
sultant services of the Federal Bureau of Prisons to survey our state prison 
administration and make a report with recommendations which in their 
opinion would provide for an operational plan that would make possible 
maximum security as well as a realistic inmate rehabilitation program.

Introduced by the Committee on Workmen’s Compensation 


A Resolution Providing for the Appointment of an Interim Committee 
to be Known as the “Occupational Disease Committee” to Study the Ques- 
tion of Occupational Disease, to Meet With Labor and Management for the 
Purpose of Obtaining Full and Detailed Information Concerning Occupa- 
tional Disease, and to Make Such Recommendations to the Thirty-fourth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana of 1955, as the Facts Warrant 
and the Committee Deems Advisable. 


WHEREAS, the subject of occupational disease has long been a topic 
of discussion and much proposed legislation has been offered; and 


WHEREAS, the question of occupational disease has heretofore been 
obscured by the discussion of silicosis with the result that no satisfactory 
answer has been made or given as to whether or not any problem requiring 
legislation exists in Montana; and 


WHEREAS, an unsuccessful attempt was made to initiate an occupa- 
tional disease measure in 1952; and 


WHEREAS, four bills have been introduced in the House at this 
Session of the Legislature relating to the question of occupational disease, 
two of which bills have been referred to a Sub-Committee of the Committee 
on Workmen’s Compensation with instructions to reconcile the appropriate 
features of the various bills so as to propose suitable legislation; and 


WHEREAS, the Sub-Committee has made a detailed study of the bills 
proposed and has attempted to draft legislation in the form of a substitute 
bill which will combine the salient features of said bills. The Sub-Com- 
mittee, however, has determined that the question is too broad and com- 
plicated for drafting a suitable bill at this late date, and if suitable and 
adequate law involving occupational disease is to be enacted, it is necessary 
that a more detailed study of the question be made; and 
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WHEREAS, the Sub-Committee believes and has recommended to the 
Committee on Workmen’s Compensation that in order to determine whether 
or not a question of occupational disease exists in Montana, an Interim 
Committee should be appointed with instructions to make a complete study 
of the various questions concerning the subject of occupational disease; and 


WHEREAS, if said Committee deems legislation relating to the ques- 
tion of occupational disease necessary, it shall prepare and submit suitable 
legislation to the next Legislative Assembly; and 


WHEREAS, in making its study the Committee should consult with 
labor and management and attempt to reach a reasonable, satisfactory and 
understandable solution of the question of occupational disease if the 
same exists in Montana; and 


WHEREAS, if it is the opinion of said Committee that there is a 
question of occupational disease in Montana which requires legislation, it 
is the opinion and belief of your Committee that any legislation proposed 
to the Legislature should provide for medical examinations, suitable waiver 
clauses and joint contributions by employer and employee; that occupational 
disease is not and cannot be one of industrial accident for the reason that 
occupational disease can be acquired off as well as on the job, but the act 
should be administered by the Industrial Accident Board with a separate 
fund to be created for occupational disease, with corresponding separate 
rates and classifications: 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that an Interim Committee 
to be known as the “Occupational Disease Committee” consisting of three 
(3) members who shall be appointed by the Speaker of the House to make 
a study of the question of occupational disease, said Committee to report 
to the Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana in 1955 
the results of its study; if the Committee finds that a question of occupa- 
tional disease exists in Montana which requires legislation to then recom- 
mend proposed legislation suitable to meet the question of occupational 
disease as they may find exists; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that if there should be any unappro- 
priated moneys in the General Fund, the members of said Committee shall 
be reimbursed therefrom by the Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Montana of 1955 the actual moneys expended in performance 
of their duties pursuant hereto.

HOUSE BILL NO. 215 


Introduced by Omholt, Nixon, Peters 

A bill for an act entitled: “An Act to Authorize the State of Montana 
to Become Indebted for the Sum of Three Million Dollars ($3,000,000.00) 
in Excess of the Constitutional Limitation of Indebtedness and Over and 
Above Any Bonded Indebtedness Heretofore Incurred or Created, and for 
Which the State of Montana is Now Obligated for the Construction, Repair 
and Equipment of Necessary Buildings, Other Permanent Improvements, 
Acquisition of Necessary Grounds Therefor for the Montana State Hospital 
for the Insane at Warm Springs, Montana, and the Acquisition of Farm 
Lands to be Used in Connection Therewith and for the Support Thereof; 
Providing for the Issuance of Bonds in the Name of the State of Montana 
as Evidence of Such Indebtedness and for the Sale Thereof; Prescribing 
the Form of Such Bonds and Providing for a Levy of an Annual Tax Suf- 
ficient to Pay the Principal Thereof and the Interest Accruing Thereon; 
and Providing for a Referendum of This Act.” 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That the State Board of Examiners of the State of Mon- 
tana is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to issue bonds in the 
name of the State of Montana, in an amount not exceeding three million 
dollars ($3,000,000.00) in excess of the Constitutional limitation of indebted- 
ness and over and above any bonded indebtedness heretofore incurred or 
created and for which the State of Montana is now obligated, the money 
derived from the sale of said bonds to be used for the purpose of con- 
structing, repairing and equipping necessary buildings, for other per- 
manent improvements and for acquiring necessary grounds therefor, for 
the Montana State Hospital for the Insane at Warm Springs, Montana, 
and for acquiring of such farm lands as may be necessary to be used in 
connection therewith and for the support thereof. 


Section 2. Such bonds shall be issued from time to time by the State 
Board of Examiners at such times and in such amounts as may appear to 
said State Board of Examiners of the State of Montana in the exercise 
of its judgment and discretion to be for the best interests of the state and 
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necessary for the construction, repair and equipment of necessary buildings, 
other permanent improvements, and acquisition of necessary grounds, for 
the Montana State Hospital for the Insane, and for acquiring of such farm 
lands as may be necessary to be used in connection therewith and for the 
support thereof. 


Section 3. Each series of bonds provided for in this act shall be issued 
in such denominations as may be determined by the State Board of Exam- 
iners at the time the same are authorized to be issued under the provisions 
of this act and shall bear date as of the day of issuance thereof and shall 
become due and payable serially over a pericd of not to exceed twenty (20) 
years from the date of issuance and shall bear interest at the rate of not 
to exceed four percent (4%) per annum payable semi-annually on such 
dates as may be determined and fixed by the State Board of Examiners, 
provided, however, that for each series of said bonds issued after the 
issuance of the first series thereof, the Board of Examiners shall so fix 
the interest paying dates that the interest thereon will become due and 
payable on the same date as the interest on the first bonds shall become 
due and payable, and in order so to do the State Board of Examiners may 
provide that the first interest shall be due and payable at a date less than 
six (6) months after the date of the issuance of such series. 


The bonds provided for in this act shall be payable at the office of 
the State Treasurer of the State of Montana at Helena, Montana, or at 
the option of the holders thereof at the office of the Fiscal Agent of the 
State of Montana in the borough of Manhattan, City and State of New 
York, both as to interest and principal and shall be executed in the name 
of the State of Montana by the members of the State Board of Examiners 
under the Great Seal of the State of Montana. All of such bonds so issued 
shall mature at the expiration of twenty (20) years from and after the 
date thereof and shall be callable at par plus accrued interest for redemp- 
tion prior to maturity on any interest payment date on or after the expira- 
tion of ten (10) years from the respective dates thereof at the option of 
the State Board of Examiners of the State of Montana in the manner set 
forth in the form of bond hereinafter provided. 


Section 4. The Board of Examiners shall prescribe the form of such 
bonds, and bonds of each series shall bear upon their face the words: 
“Montana State Hospital for the Insane Bonds of the State of Montana” 
with a letter or figure to designate the series thereon and shall be executed 
by the members of the State Board of Examiners and the Great Seal of 
the State of Montana shall be affixed to each bond and the bonds shall be 
registered in the office of the State Treasurer. Said bonds shall have 
interest coupons attached thereto covering the interest due semi-annually, 
which coupons shall be executed with facsimile signatures of all the 
members of the State Board of Examiners and the signing of said bonds 
and coupons with facsimile signatures shall be recognized as sufficient 
execution on behalf of the State of Montana. The State Board of Exam- 
iners of the State of Montana is hereby authorized and directed to issue 
and sell such bonds as provided for in this act in such manner as they 
shall deem for the best interests of the State and the carrying out of the 
provisions of this act at such times within a period of twenty (20) years 
from and after the approval of this act and in such amounts as the said 
State Board of Examiners shall from time to time determine necessary 
for the purposes herein provided. No bond provided for herein shall be 
disposed of for less than its par value. 


Section 5. All moneys derived from the issuance and sale of the bonds 
authorized by this act shall be paid into the State Treasury and shall 
constitute a special fund for the construction, repair and equipment of 
necessary buildings and other permanent improvements and the acquisition 
of necessary grounds therefor for the Montana State Hospital for the 
Insane and for the acquiring of farm lands used in connection therewith 
and for the support thereof as in the opinion of the Board of Examiners 
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is necessary for the proper maintenance and support of the State Hospital 
for the Insane. Such moneys shall be expended only for the purposes herein 
expressly provided for and shall be disbursed by the State Treasurer on 
warrants properly drawn against such fund by the State Auditor pursuant 
to the orders of the State Board of Examiners. 


Section 6. There shall be levied annually upon all property in the 
State of Montana subject to taxation an ad valorem tax upon each dollar 
of the taxable valuation of such property sufficient to pay the interest 
accruing on said bonds as such interest shall fall due, and the payment 
of the bonds as they serially become due, said levy, however, not to exceed 
one (1) mill per annum until the indebtedness herein provided for shall 
have been fully paid and discharged. The tax when collected by the 
County Treasurers of the several counties of the State shall be by them 
accounted to and paid into the State Treasury of the State of Montana, 
and by the State Treasurer placed in the “Montana State Hospital for 
the Insane Bond Interest and Redemption Fund”, which fund shall be used 
exclusively for the payment of principal and interest on said bonds as 
the same become due. 


Section 7. There shall be a referendum on this act and the Secretary 
of State is hereby required, and it is made his duty to submit this measure 
in accordance with Section 2 of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana and all other provisions of the Constitution and Laws 
of the State of Montana applicable thereto to the people of the State for 
their approval or rejection at the general election to be held in November, 
1954. The official ballot used in said election shall have printed thereon 
the title of this act and below the same shall be printed the words:

Each elector shall designate his preference by marking an “X” in the 
square opposite the proposition for which such elector desires to vote. The 
votes cast for and against the law above proposed shall be determined 
and declared in the manner provided by the general election laws of the 
State. 


Section 8. The cost of the bonds issued under this act, fees, com- 
missions, and compensation of the architect or architects employed in the 
construction and to prepare plans shall be paid out of the proceeds of 
the bonds. 


Section 9. If any parts of this act shall be declared by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be unconstitutional such unconstitutionality shall 
not affect the validity of the remaining parts of this act.

MESSAGE FROM GOVERNOR 


February 27, 1953.

Honorable Sirs: 


An emergency appropriation of $220,000, coupled with an authorization 
for the State Board of Examiners to enter into a lease and/or leases with 
the option to purchase lands, machinery and equipment for the use of the 
State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, the Montana State Hospital at Warm 
Springs and the Montana State Sanitarium at Galen, is respectfully re- 
quested. 


This urgent request is made because of the serious situation con- 
fronting the Montana State Prison, the Montana State Hospital and the 
Montana State Sanitarium. Common sense and good business requires that 
a long-range solution to the prison’s problem of housing, rehabilitation 
and farming be developed. For many, many years Montana has been oper- 
ating the prison on an enler gency basis, just doing something temporarily 
to alleviate the situation. 
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The root of the problem is to provide productive work opportunities 
for the inmates. The prisoners themselves want to do something and that 
is the simple way of helping to rehabilitate them and to make them useful 
members of their communities when they are paroled and released. 


The members of The Senate and The House are to be commended for 
their intense interest in the prison problem. Your “Little Hoover” Re- 
organization Commission gave the matter intense consideration. Then, a 
special committee of Senate and House members made an intensive analysis 
and more recently another special committee appointed by me again tackled 
the problem. It was our hope that a solution could be worked out which 
would be satisfactory by the end of the present session and before adjourn- 

ment of your honorable bodies. 


However, that seems improbable. Haste might lead to extravagance 
and waste. The State Board of Examiners have been active participants 
in the discussions, but the wisest policy seems to be a cautious approach. 


The foundation-stone of the problem would be the permanent acquisi- 
tion of a farm rather than to depend on leases hither-and-yon all over 
the Deer Lodge Valley. In the event of a purchase, provision should be 
made for payment in lieu of taxes for any property taken from the tax rolls. 


The availability of the appropriation requested would provide a firm, 
bargaining basis. It would permit time to investigate all available pos- 
sibilities. The Board of Examiners would be happy to work with your 
proposed Interim Legislative council of a committee which you might 
designate. The funds would not be expended unless absolutely necessary 
for the best interests of the State. 


However, Montana has about 650 Hereford cattle, 300 Holsteins and 
other livestock. This investment must be protected to the best advantage. 
Meat, dairy products, potatoes, vegetables and other commodities must 
and should be produced on a prison farm to minimize expenditure for the 
prison, as well as the other custodial institutions. 


Terms and conditions of such a lease or option to purchase would be 
commensurate with the benefits to be derived over a long term. In the 
best interest of Montana, your favorable consideration is respectfully re- 
quested.

MESSAGES FROM GOVERNOR 


February 27, 1953.

Honorable Sirs: 
The provisions of Senate Joint Memorial No. 8 are not entirely con- 
curred in for the reasons as outlined below. 


While it is definitely desirable that the Federal government retire 
from the field of motor fuel taxation, leaving this field of taxation entirely 
to the forty-eight states, and while it is further desirable that the balance 
of the Federal automotive excise tax rates be reduced to provide sufficient 
revenue only for the continuance of a sound Federal Aid Highway program, 
it is my belief that the entire withdrawal of the Federal government from 
this source of revenue, properly applicable to the construction of highways, 
would result in the discontinuance of the Federal Aid Highway program 
as it now exists. 


The Federal Aid Highway program as it now exists is a distinct benefit 
to Montana in that the yearly apportionments of Federal money to this 
state for highway construction purposes, including the funds for Forest 
Highway construction, totals approximately $10,900,000 or, roughly, $1,- 
900,000 in excess of the $9,000,000 taken from the state annually by the 
Federal automotive excise taxes as a whole. 


The provisions of House Joint Memorial No. 7 call for an increase in 
the percentage of Federal participation in the construction costs of Primary 
and secondary highways in Montana. This, in all logic, calls for an increase 
in the amount of Federal Aid Highway money to be apportioned to this 
state. It is believed to be inconsistent for Montana, on the one hand to 
memorialize the Congress, in effect, to discontinue the Federal Aid High- 
way program, and on the other hand to memorialize the Congress to liberal- 
ize and increase its Federal Aid Highway allocations to the state. 


Summing up the situation, while I believe, as stated above, that the 
Federal government should withdraw entirely from the field of motor fuel 
taxes and that the Federal excise tax rates upon other automotive items 
should be lowered, I do not feel that the entire withdrawal of the Federal 
government from the field of the automotive excise tax, at the cost of a 
discontinued Federal Aid Highway program, would be of advantage to the 
economy of Montana or to the economy of the nation as a whole. 


I am therefore returning Senate Joint Memorial No. 8 without my 
approval.

Honorable Sirs: 
Senate Joint Memorial No. 13 requests laws, rules and regulations to 
lower standards on Secondary roads. The need for such action is not 
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believed to exist. Low standard Secondary roads may be built under exist- 
ing rules and regulations where such action is justified. 


The Federal Aid Secondary System in Montana is in the initial stage 
of construction, and the vast majority of projects which have been con- 
structed or on which construction is contemplated are potential heavy 
traffic highways. It would be a mistake, I believe, to build them to low 
standards, not comparable with the expected volume or type of traffic 
which they will be called upon to carry. 


In practically all instances where sub-standard roads were built on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System in the past, the local people were dis- 
satisfied and, in many instances, the State was forced to go in and recon- 
struct the project to more modern standards. 


As an example, a section of the Forsyth-Colstrip road in Rosebud 
County was built with a shoulder width of 20 feet as a matter of presumed 
economy. Many accidents resulted. The people served by this highway 
rose up in arms and demanded that the road be rebuilt to greater width. 
This was done. It would have been far cheaper if the road had been built 
to proper standards in the first instance. 


In Glacier County, at the present time, the county officials are com- 
plaining because the Kevin-West secondary road includes a short section 
of 10% grade, a situation which those to be served feel should be corrected 
at an estimated cost of $25,000. 


To serve the greatest number of people and produce the most benefit, 
Federal Aid Secondary Projects should be programmed for the most part 
on principal county roads where the traffic justifies modern standards of 
construction. Most counties in Montana have plenty of such roads yet 
unbuilt. 


The design and standards governing highway construction are problems 
which should be considered for each individual road to be constructed. 
Proper drainage, elimination of snow traps, adequate foundations for 
bituminous surfaces, proper width, suitable grades and alignment required 
for public safety are matters on which the solution should be left to com- 
petent engineers. 


The lowering of the standards for secondary road construction, which 
roads are being called upon to carry increasingly heavy traffic, will in- 
evitably raise the cost of maintenance for these same roads, and will add 
to the burden, in this connection, which the counties of Montana now are 
called upon to bear. 


For the above reasons I am herewith returning Senate Joint Memorial 
No. 18 without my approval.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


March 3, 1953. 
Honorable George M. Gosman 
President of the Senate 
Honorable Dean Chaffin 
Speaker of the House of Representatives 


Sirs: 
Senate Bill No. 107 is returned herewith without my approval for 
the following reasons: 


The shifting of the burden of cost from the Utility Companies to the 
individual home, farm and ranch owners who move their houses, hay 
derricks and other items seems to me to be inequitable. This applies also 
to industrial movers. The Utilities are equipped to do this work and have 
taken rights-of-way with this burden in mind. If responsibility for main- 
taining clearance above ground is not placed on the Utility Companies 
they might soon block all movements of high structures. 


The statutes from 1929 until 1951. placed the burden of cost on the 
Utilities. In 1951 this was amended to shift the burden to the individual 
movers in the cities and towns. I voted against that change as a member 
of the Senate. Now it is proposed to shift the burden throughout the state. 
Power and telephone lines could eventually strangle the people of the state. 
An analogous situation would exist if people who crossed railroad rights- 
of-way were charged a toll for crossing. The railroads must maintain 
crossings for public use, and I believe the same principle applies to power 
and telephone lines. 


Therefore, I think it for the best interest of the state that this bill 
be returned without my approval.
